12 Poles seek 
asylum in Sweden 

STOCKHOLM, March 21 (AP) - Twelve 
Polish citizens — eight adults .and four chil- 
dren — escaped from JPotanid- in a single 
engined small civilian aircraft Monday and 
landed safely on a field in. southern Sweden, 
police reported. They immediately asked 
Swedish authorities for political asylum. 

The aircraft, a Soviet-built Antonov-2 
single-engined biplane which can carry up to 
14 passengers, landed near the town IGis- 
rianstad in Sweden's southernmost province 
of Skane. 

“The police was alerted right away and the 
refugees were taken to Kristianstad for inter- 
rogation.'* a police spokesman fold the 
Associated Press. 

Civilian air traffic control did not notice tbe 
plane but tbe ah force traced it on radar and 
jet fighters scrambled to intercept it. 

All aboard, including four women, four 
men, four children and one dog, were m good 
condition, ft was reported. They crossed tbe 
Baltic Sea in two hours. 


Israel 

found 

‘guilty* 

of crimes 

TOKYO, March 21 (AP) — An interna- 
tional tribunal on tbe Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon on Monday found Israel** guilty” of 
crimes against peace and humanity, specifi- 
cally “an attempt to commit genocide against 
the Palestinian people.” 

The judgment from the 28- member jury 
was not unexpected in view of the political 
persuasion of the organizers and jury. Tes- 
timony at the four-day bearing was uniformly 
critical of Israeli actions in Lebanon, and the 
Israeli government position was not rep- 
resented. 

Tbe jury said the Israeli government com- 
mitted acts of war which “ taken together con- 
stitute a form of genocide, not in tbe sense 
that they aim for the death of every Palesti- 
nian, but that they form a project to annihi- 
late the very notion of a Palestinian people, 
and transform them into dispersed refugees.” 
Among the 10 non- Japanese jurors was 
long-time American anti-war activist David 
Dellinger, who said be was a member of a 
similar tribunal in 1 966 organized by tbe late 
philosopher Bertrand Russell which judged 
the United States guilty of genocidal warfare 
in Vietnam. 

“From the testimony which came out here, 
ft is very frightening to realize that 17 years 
after the Bertrand Russel Tribunal, which 
publicized the use of napalm and anti- 
personnel bombs against the Vietnamese 
eftizemy, that these types of weaponry — 
through years of high technology develop- 
ment — have become very sophisticated and 
deadly,” Dellinger said. 

Japanese organizers said they collected 
about 10 million yen ($40,000) in private 
contributions to finance the tribunal and 
bring over the witnesses, including nine 
Palestinians and two Israelis. About 250 
Japanese attended the final session Monday. 

In an unrelated development. Lebanese 
Foreign Minister Elie Salem said Monday the 
United States would need two weeks to per- 
suade Israel to** accept Lebanon's viewpoint 
on security arrangements" involved in a 
troop withdrawal agreement. 

“Lebanon is ready to alleviate Israel's sec- 
urity fears and extend irrevocable assurances 
in this regard,” Salem told reporters here 
upon his return from talks in the United 
States and Western Europe on Lebanon's 
future. 

Salem spoke shortly after Israeli and 
Lebanese negotiators concluded the 23rd 
session of formal troop withdrawal negotia- 
tions in tbe Israeli Mediterranean resort of 
Netanya north of Tel Aviv after a one-week 
interruption.

Strauss 

MUNICH, March 21 (R) — Controver- 
sial right-wing leader Franz Josef Strauss 
has turned down a cabinet post in the new 
West German government of Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl and will remain in Bavaria as 
state premier, his Christian Social Union 
(CSU) announced Monday. 

The decision of the 67 -year-old Strauss 
ended over two weeks of speculation 
about his future political role following 
the conservative victory in the March 6 
general election. 

The question of Straus^ future aloag 
with key issues of foreign policy had 
apparently caused deadlock in talks on tbe 
shape of the new Kohl government. 

On Sunday in a surprise move suggest- 
ing discord tbe three coalition parties — 
the Christian Democrats (CDU) and tbe 
Liberal Free Democrats (FDP) along with 
tbe CSU — had suspended their consulta- 
tions until Tuesday. 

Strauss had three times postponed his 
decision about joining the coalition, 
apparently while pressing for more policy 
influence for his Bavaria n- base d party. 

The timing of Monday’s announcement 
came as a surprise since Strauss bad said 
he would wait until coalition negotiations 
on the shape of the new government were 
over. 

A tough fight had been expected Tues- 
day over foreign policy between Strauss 
and Hans-Dietrich Genscher, the FDP 
leader and current foreign minister. 

Finger is 
on trigger, 
Syria warns 

DAMASCUS, March 21 (AP) — A gov- 
ernment minister here said Monday Syria was 
ready to do battle with Israel and warned that 
any new war between the two nations would 
bring the Soviet Union and the United States 
to a “world confrontation.” 

“We do not fear war. We have enough 
strength to hit back harder to any blow we 
receive,” Culture Minister Najah Altar wrote 
in a full-page editorial published by the gov- 
ernment newspaper Tishrin. 

“America is not alone in our area, and we 
shall not stop achieving a strategic balance 
with Israel if this balance has not already 
been achieved.” Mrs. Attar said. “Not only 
Israeli fingers are on the irigger.but ours too.” 

She was referring to a upgraded Soviet 
arms supplies to Syrian President Hafez 
Assad's government, including long-range 
SAM- 5 anti-aircraft missiles, that Moscow 
bad sent to Syria in tbe wake of Israel's inva- 
sion of Lebanon last summer. 

“Strategic balance" is military parity in 
Syrian parlance. Mrs. Attar suggests in her 
article that Syria is now close to achieving this 
parity aod that the Soviet Union would inter- 
vene on Syria's side if a new war erupts. 

“The few months which formed tbe post- 
war ^ military imbalance) era in Lebanon 
have gone, and many things and facts have 
changed in this short period,” Mrs. Attar 
wrote. “this year, 1983, is different from last 
year.” * 

“In case new fighting erupts, it will not be 
confined to the Middle East, nor will it be 
limited between Syria and Israel," Mrs. Attar 
said. “ If a world confrontation happens, 
then only the aggressors will bear its full 
responsibility.'’ 

She said Syria and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization reject “any expansion of 
America* s military role in Lebanon.” adding: 
“ Syria’s security is tightly linked with Leba- 
non's security, and without tbe departure of 
the very last Israeli soldier from Lebanon, 
there shall be no Syrian or Palestinian with- 
drawal.'' Mrs. Anar added. 

The tough tone of her article contrasts with 
Lebanese government emphasis that tbe 
Assad government and the PLO have given 
assurances that they would pull out of their 
forces from Lebanon within the framework 
of an overall Lebanese- Israeli withdrawal 
agreement. 

The article coincided with an interview 
published by the right-wing Beirut news- 
paper Al-Ahnzr , which quoted Israeli- 
backed Christian militia commander Maj. 
Saad Haddad as urging the Lebanese gov- 
ernment to conclude a mutual defense treaty 
with Israel and then declare war on Syria to 
evict its forces from eastern Lebanon.

W. Europe realigns currencies 


BRUSSELS, March 21 (AP) — Western 
European finance ministers Monday reached 
agreement on a broad realignment of their 
currencies including a 5.5 up- valuation of the 
West German mark and a 2.5 percent drop in 
the value of tbe French franc. West German 
Finance Minister Gerhard Stoltenberg 
announced. 

Stoltenberg told a news conference “this 
will enhance the credibility of tbe European 
Monetary System." 

The agreement came following two and a 
half days of crisis meetings by finance minis- 
ters from the eight EMS countries.

Trade stays 
pessimistic 

PARIS, March 21 (Agencies) — 
Businessmen showed themselves much less 
optimistic Monday abdut the currency 
realignment with the European Monetary 
System than did tbe politicians who negoti- 
ated it in three days of wrangling in Brussels. 

French businessmen, using previous 
devaluations of tbe French franc as a guide, 
said that Monday’s new devaluation of the 
French currency was unlikely to do much to 
help trim France’s huge foreign trade deficit. 

German industrialists expressed their '‘dis- 
satisfaction" because, they said, the upward 
revaluation of the mark would eat away at 
their exports just when Bonn was trying to 
counter record German unemployment. 

And Swiss analysts predicted another EMS 
shake-up within six months to a year if France 
did not adopt “ Draconian” austerity meas- 
ures to bring down inflation and trim its trade 
deficit. 

Foreign exchange dealers bad little praise 
for Monday’ s accord on new currency parities 
within the EMS and some forecast that a new 
accord would be needed within a few months. 

They added that the changes agreed for 
other currencies, especially the 1.5 percent 
rise in tbe value of the Belgian franc, might 
have sown the seeds of future turmoil. 


currencies realignments, exchange markets 
were allowed to float freely without mandat- 
ory intervention by central banks. There was 
some confusion on tbe markets Monday 
morning, but very little trading. 

Otto Poe hi, president of the West German 
Central Bank, said that markets could return 
to normal following the realignment. The 
major problem bolding up agreement was a 
new parity between the battered French franc 
and the healthy German mark. Tbe French

This 
friendship has never wavered in tbe past 25 
years. We talk frankly to one another. You 
cannot be friends and not talk frankly.” 

Poe hi said “we have reached a reasonable 
compromise that was endorsed today by the 
market. There was no chaos on tbe foreign 
exchange markets today as some had 
expected. Things were quite calm." 

Stoltenberg said** as from now, tbe markets 
can operate again and we will intervene if 
necessary.” 

Dutch Finance Minister On no Ruding said 
of the agreement “the fact that we have an 
agreement is in tbe interest of monetary 
cooperation.” 

He said the 8 percent difference between 
the German and French currencies now is a 
“hefty percentage and the delay in the 
announcement of the agreement was a result 
of the difficult French position."

Assam violence claims 25 more lives 


GAUHATI, March 21 (Agencies) — 
Authorities in Assam Monday clamped an 
indefinite curfew on tbe militaiy base town of 
Tezpur, 125 kilometers northeast of here, 
where at least 25 persons were killed, dozens 
injured and over 2.000 made homeless in 
communal violence this week-end, officials 
said. 

Indian soldiers in full battle dress matched 
through Tezpur streets as officials appealed 
through loudspeakers to people to remain 
indoors. 

In Gauhati, machine gun-toting security- 
men escorted the newly elected Gongxess-I 
assembly members to the first meeting of the 
state legislature. 

Tbe town was deserted Monday as almost 
all the shops kept their shutters down, either 
in solidarity with a call from militant Assam 
movements for a total strike Monday or out 
of fear of an attack on their shops by tbe 
militants. 

The strike was called to protest against tbe 
assembly, which the anti-immigrant move- 
ment does not recognize, saying it was elected 
by the immigrant vote. 

Election violence is estimated to have left 


up to 3,000 dead and 300,000 homeless. 

,In Gauhati, all private vehicles were off the 
road since early morning Monday and army 
units posted at strategic places. 

Gauhati has been declared a restricted 
area, with a ban on anyone entering or leav- 
ing. The restrictions are expected to last until 
April 5, the end of the parliamentary session. 

Four more bombs exploded in tbe last 24 
hours in Assam. At least 16 persons were 
injured in tbe blasts, the P ress Trus t of India 
(FIT) news agency reported.

Pound falls 
to all-time low 

LONDON, March 21 (k) — sterling 
plunged to all-time lows against the U.S. dol- 
lar and tbe West German, mark, but 
realignments within the European monetary 
System (EMS) boosted it against weaker cur- 
rencies. 

Sterling, hurt by a strong U.S. dollar and 
the possibility of further ofl price cuts, slipped 
to trade at around SI .4790. Its previous low 
was set only last Friday when it closed at 
$1.4875. 

In Frankfurt, sterling was fixed at 3.538 
marks, well below last Friday’s 3.575, also its 
lowest ever. But even before Monday’s EMS 
agreement, tbe British currency gained 
against the French franc, trading around 1 0.6 
francs against 10.33 on Friday. 

Helped by this, sterling's trade-weighted 
index against a basket of currencies (1975 
base 100) was unchanged at 78.9 at Mon- 
day’s fix. several points above its low 
plumbed in 1976. 

The latest slide in sterling has killed hopes 
that British commercial banks would again 
soon cut their lending rates after a cut last 
week to 10.5 percent from 11 percent, and 
could threaten the government's tough anti- 
inflation policies. Nervousness over sterling 
spilled over onto the stock exchange where 
the Financial Times index of leading shares 
fell over 1 1 points to 649.2 after closing on 
Friday at 661.0. 

The government's strategy has been to try 
to boost economic recovery by greatly reduc- 
ing inflation and lowering interest rates. It 
has had some success, bringing inflation 
down from 22 percent in May 1980 to 4.9^ 
percent now, but the weakness of sterling 
could wreck this policy. 

Eating in London, 

‘food for thought’ 

LONDON, March 21 (AP) — Eating out 
at some of the world's most famous tourist 
spots in London — including the zoo and 
Madame Tussancfs — was described Monday 
as a scandal. 

Hungarian-born Egon Ronay, publisher of 
Guides to good food and hotels said stan- 
dards at these places are “scandalous, makin g 
British catering look ridiculous the world 
over. 

The 1983 edition of Just a Bite, Ronay* s 
popular guide to inexpensive eating through- 
out Britain, said that at the “grubby and 
litter-strewn” Cafeteria at London zoo, bis 
inspector “sat in a chair so filthy that his 
trousers literally stuck to it.” 

Tbe zoo gets about one million visitors a 
year. Tussaud’s waxworks gets nearly two 
million aod there the guide found “scandal- 
ously poor food, slow motion service, bendy 
plastic cutlery and cheap paper plates." 

“Are there any visitors who can actually 
eat anything here?” the book despaired. 
Other places to avoid are the British Museum 
where tbe pate is “disgusting 1 ' and tbe fried 
cod “revolting,” the World War Ef cruiser 
HMS Belfast where it would be “difficult for 
catering standards to sink any lower,” and the 
“appalling” London Dungeon, with its “hor- 
rific" steak and kidney pie. 


Thatcher bares passion for politics 


LONDON, March 21 (AP) — Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher described Mon- 
day how she decided to challenge Edward 
Heath for the leadership of the Conservative 
Party after he led tbe party to defeat in the 
1974 general election. 

In a central television interview to be net- 
worked in Britain on March 29, she told 
interviewer Sir Laurens van der Post. 

“The party was insisting that Ted should 
put up as leader again. ..it seemed to me that 
someone bad to put up against him. 1 was 
obviously beginning to have some different 
views of different emphasis.” 

She had expected Sir Keith Joseph, veteran 
Conservative cabinet member, to run against 


Heath. “But he just came along to me and 
said, ‘look, I want you to know that I am not 
going to stand.' 

“Quite instinctively I said 4 1 am sorry.’ 
Then I said straightaway, ‘well if you are not, 1 
am going to.' " 

She added: “I had never expected tbe 
leadership, let alone ft happening that way.” 
At the time, tbe highest office Mrs. Thatcher 
had held was secretary of state for education 
and science from 1970-74. 

She and Heath have since become bitter 
political foes on opposite wings of tbe Con- 
servative Party, Mis. Thatcher to tbe right. 
Heath to the left.

JEDDAH, March 21 — The Republic of 
China's new ambassador to Saudi Arabia, 
Dr. Wei* ping Tsai, has commended the 
relationship between the Kingdom and his 
country, saying that “political and 
economic links between the two countries 
have been friendly and intimate." 


In an exclusive interview with Arab News, 
Ambassador Tsai, who arrived here last 
month to replace his predecessor Yu- Chi 
Hsueh, said, “The friendship between the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia and the Republic 
of China is founded on identical interests: 
both countries adopt an anti- Communist 
stand and cherish moral principles." 


“Such a cordial relationship has been 
cemented by tbe two countries' close coop- 
eration in a variety of projects in agricul- 
ture, communications, industry, electric 
power, public health, science and technol- 
ogy," Tsai emphasized. 


As evidence that the Sino* Saudi Arabian 
relations are beaded for further improve- 
ment. the ambassador cited the exchange of 
visits and the recent signing of a health 
cooperation agreement “The exchange of 
visits by high-ranking government officials 
has always been encouraged in order to 
boost mutual understanding in general and 
to discuss ways and means of solving any 
problems that may arise from various pro- 
jects." Tsai said.

Tsai, who has M.A. and Ph. D. from tbe 
University of Illinois, worked as a professor 
at tbe ROC s Central Political Institute in 
1939. In 1940, he was appointed section 
chief of the Foreign Trade Commission of 
tbe Ministry of Finance. 

From 1943 to 1945, he worked as a 
specialist at tbe Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
He bad served as consul and consul general 
in Calcutta, Indonesia and Honolulu. 

From 1961 to 1966 , he was director of 
the Department of North American 
Affairs. He served as ambassador to New 
Zealand from 1966 to 1968. From 1968 to 
1975, he served as vice minister at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. He worked as 
professor at the National Chengchi Univer- 
sity and director of the Institute of Interna- 
tional Relations until 1961. 


Until his appointment as ambassador to 
Saudi Arabia in February 1983, Tsai was 
representative of tbe USA Office, Coordi- 
nation Council for North American Affairs. 


The ambassador denied tbe existence of 
any aid agreement between the two coun- 
tries, saying there are a number of agree- 
ments concluded between the Republic of

married and has two sons and three daugh- 
ters.

fttamn to set up 2 new oO refineries 



JEDDAH, March 21 — Two oil 
refineries in AI-Qasim and AJ-Shaqiq are 
planned within the coming few years, Pet- 
romin Governor Dr. Abdul Hadi Taber said 
Monday. The official said that residents 
anywhere in Saudi Arabia wjU have no diffi- 
culty in getting their petrochemical pro- 
ducts as a resalt of a network of pipes which 
wfll cover the entire Kingdom and carry 
petroleum byproducts. 

Dr. Taber told Al-BUad that by the year 
1987;; 95 percent of aO associated gas in 
Saudi Arabia will be exploited. The remain- 
ing Eve percent win be devoted to domestic 
industrial consumption. He reaffirmed that 
the Arab American Oil Company 
(Aramco) is fully owned by Saudi Arabia 
and considered now as a contract ee to run 
the production and marketing operations 
and ensure the maintenance of the King- 
dom' soQ installations. 

The governor said that the bulk of Pet- 
romin's operations hovered around $35 bil- 


lion. which makes it rank among the major 
world petrochemical companies. However, 
in 1962, Petromin began with anSRl million 
budget. 

Dr. Taher said that the project to use the 
associated gas rather than let it bum use- 
lessly cost $12 billion and was entrusted to 
Aramco, adding that it will be the corners- 
tone of the Kingdom’s projects in Jubafi and 
Yanbu. He said that one of Fetromin’s 
major targets was that Saudi Arabian pro- 
jects be operated by trained and qualified 
local manpower. Such manpower is now a 
reality, he said, because at the Jeddah refin- 
ery, for example, 84 percent of the qualified 
staff are Saudi Arabians. Sometimes, the 
help of a foreign firm is sought only at 
preliminary stages, but in any case 
decision-making rests exclusively with 
Saudi Arabians. 

The official said that Ferromin's export 
earnings totaled $30 billion. It netted the 
Saudi Arabian government a nei profit of 


$28 billion in the form of sales, taxes and 
profits. He added that Petromin has been 
making substantial profit for the past five 
yean; that are paid through Aramco to the 
Ministry of Finance and National Economy. 

Dr. Taher said that Petromin’s more sub- 
stantial profits were made from items whose 
prices are not fixed by the government, such 
as asphalt, aircraft fuel and ship fuel. Less 
profit is made of items subject to govern- 
ment tariff, like diesel fuel, gasoline and 
kerosene; because such hems are sold 
below then- real price and government sub- 
sidies make up for the difference. Neverthe- 
less, the losses neutralize profit made from 
other items. Whatever profit is left, Petro- 
min plows it back into the business, to 
improve and expand its installations. 

Among more profitable projects. Dr. 
Taher listed some of the companies that 
provide services, such as excavation, explo- 
ration and off-shore works, as joint ven- 
tures with foreign firms.

Bring perpetrators of massacre 
to book, congressmen tell Gemayel 


KUWAIT, March 21 (AP) — Hie Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization refuses to 
authorize King Hussein of Jordan Co go into 
peace talks with Israel on behalf of the Pales- 
tinians, a high-ranking PLO official was 
quoted Monday as dedaring. 

Saiah Khalaf also told the newspaper 
Al -Watm that Hussein “may go ahead and 
negotiate peace (with Israel) on the basis of 
the Arab plan." 

“The Jordanian king may negotiate on the 
basis of the Fez plan, and not cm die basis of 
die (Reagan) Zionist plan," said Khalaf, 
alluding to the U.S. Mideast peace proposals 
put forward last Sept. 1 by President Reagan. 

Khalaf, second to Yasser Arafat in die 
leadership of the PL 0's mainline Fatah 
commando group, said the Palestinians have 
endorsed the Fez plan as the “maximum level 
of concessions the PLO would give in the 
interest of peace.” The Fez plan, issued by 
the Arab summit conference in Morocco last 
September, calls for an independent Palesti- 
nian state on the West Bank of Jordan and 
Gaza. 

Khalaf complained about unidentified 
Arab and Western media organs “trying to 
portray the PLO as extremist, accusing it erf 
squandering opportunities." These organs, 
he contended, “are trying to pressure the 
PLO into giving Hussein a mandate" to 
negotiate with Israel under US. auspices. 

The Palestine National Council (PNC), 
the pariiament-m-eriJe, last month met in 
Algiers and debated the Reagan proposals 
for Arab-lsraeii peace. 

The PNC refused to endorse the US. 
proposals as a sound basis for peace negotia- 
tions with the Israelis, because these propos- 
als stopped short of recognizing the “righf* of 
die Palestinians to an independent state of 

Commandos to step up 
anti-Israeli attacks 

AMMAN, March 21 (R) — Palestinian 
commandos have been ordered to step up 
attacks against Israeli Army units in Leba- 
non, the deputy commander of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) forces was 
quoted Monday as saying. 

“I am announcing to you an open secret 
that PLO fighting units have been given 
orders to step up their attacks in both the 
occupied Palestinian territories and Leba- 
non," Abu Jihad said in an interview with die 
Jordan Times. 

He said resolutions passed in Algiers last 
month by die Palestine National Council, the 
organization’s parliament-in -exile, left die 
door open for joint moves by the Palesti- 
nians, Jordan and the Arab world toward a 
Middle East peace. 

But the PLO did not believe in die United 
States' ability to break the current deadlock ‘ 
in the peace process by pressing Israel to 
withdraw from Lebanon and to freeze the 
building of new Jewish settlements in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank. 

Abu Jihad's comments echoed remarks by 
King Hussein of Jordan in London on Satur- 
day when he said time was running out for 
progress toward peace and U.S. credibility 
faced a difficult test. 


Bangladesh cyclone 
leaves seven dead 


DHAKA, March 21 (AP) — Seven per- 
sons were killed and ISO others injured when 
a cyclone struck Chandpur and Narayanganj, 
about SO kilometers south of Dhaka, officials 
reported Sunday. 

Hurricane-Velocity winds up to 140 
kilometers per hour were measured in the 
area Friday night, they said. Six of the dead 
were killed in Chandpur, where three schools 
also were destroyed, they said. The winds 
also damaged crops and uprooted telephone 
poles, they said. 

Iran commander killed 

LONDON, March 21 (R) — The Iranian 
commander of paramilitary police for the 
southern province of Khuzestan was killed at 
a parade when a soldier opened fire on die 
stand, the left-wing opposition Mujahedeen 
organization said. 

The Mu jahedeen’s Paris office told Reuters 
Sunday by telephone that CoL Sepehri was 
killed by a Mujahedeen member in the Ira- 
nian Army in the provincial town of Ahvaz on 
March 10. The chief commander of Tran's 
pa ramilit ary police.

A spokesman for the Jerusalem' s Supreme 
Muslim Council, said tbe group called for a

Mer- 
chants were observing the strike call despite 
tbe start of their busiest season. Al-Aqsa 
Mosque is Isl am 's third holiest shrine after

gun attack in Al-Aqsa and Omar mosques. 
Weeks of bloody Arab rioting followed that 
incident. 

Tbe military command said the army 
imposed a curfew in tbe old marketplace of 
Nablus, the West Bank’s largest dty, after 
Arabs threw stones there. Stone-throwing 
also was reported near Hebron and in Ramal- 
lab. It said. There were no injuries in tbe 
stoning incidents, the command said.

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) — 
Twenty-nine U.S. congressmen have told 
Lebanese President Amin Gemayel they are 
“profoundly disturbed” by his country's fail- 
ure to investigate last September's massacre 
of hundreds of Palestinian refugees and to 
punish those responsible. 

“We are profoundly disturbed by what 
appearsto Americans to be a lack of dil ig en ce 
in determining responsibility for the attacks 
on the refugee camps and b ring in g the actual 
perpetrators to justice.” they said in a letter 
to Gemayel. 

The letter was released Sunday by Democ- 
ratic Rep. Henry Waxman of California, who 
together with Democratic Rep. Mazy Rose 
Oakar of Ohio, had drafted and circulated 
tiie appeal. 

Although the Lebanese government has 
announced its own investigation, Waxman 
said, “we have seen ... no signs that the actual 
perpetrators of the monstrous deeds will be 
officially indeatified and punished.” 

Lebanese Ojristoin militiamen have been 
linked to tbe killings of hundreds of Palesti- 
nian men, women and children during the 
massacre Sept 16-18 at the Sabra and Shatila 
refugee camps. Israeli forces then in control 
of Beirut were guarding tile camps at the 
time. 

An Israeli inquiry commission, in a report 
issued Feb. 8, said then-Defense Minister 
Ariel Sharon bore personal responsibility in 


connection with the atrocity and reoom 
me n ded his ouster from the defense post Th 
contention also said Israeli Pome Mkriste 
Mcnahem Begin shared some of tile blame 
bat did not call his resigtsathm.

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America said hiking 
army aid to Greece 


ATHENS, March 21 (R) — Two of 
Greece’s most influential newspapers 
reported that the United States had made a 
sharply increased offer of military aid to 
Athens, paving the way for agreement on 
U S. military bases here. 

Five-month-old talks on the bases resumed 
Friday night, after a week's deadlock said to 
have been caused by the military aid issue. 
Greek officials made dear that the resump- 
tion followed an American urinative. 

Both the center-left newspaper ToVaaa 
and the conservative Kathimerim, which have 
accurately predicted development on the 
bases in the past, said a new accord on the 
bases could be signed by the end of Apnl, 
thanks to the increased U.S. offer. 

Kathimerini, in a report from 
Washington, quoted State Department 
sources as saying the United States had now 
agreed to keep a ratio of seven to 10 — a 
long-standing Greek demand — m military 
aid to Greece and its historical rival Turkey. 

To Vima , quoting Greek Foreign Ministry 
officials, said U.S. negotiator Reginald 
Bartholomew had made offers of military aid 
worth more than $500 million to Foreign 
Undersecretary Ioaunis Kapas, head of the 

Greek negotiating team.

WARSAW (AP) — Authorities have 

foiled an attempt by four Polish youths to 
hijack a light aircraft and fly it to Spain, the 
official Polish news agency PAP reported 
Sunday.

There have 
been three successful hijacking attempts in 
Poland so far this y<ar. 

MANAGUA (AFP) — Up to 3,000 
“counterrevolutionaries” have invaded

“creating a new military emergency” here, a 
senior official said Sunday. The Nicaraguan 
government official said heavy fighting was 
going on between the Nicaraguan Army and 
tiie invaders, said to be Honduras-based sup- 
porters of the Anastasio Somoza dicta torahip 
ousted by the Sancfinista revolution in 1979. 

CHAMBERY, France (AP) — The body 
of Italy’s last king, Umberto XI, lay in state at 
the Hautecombe Abbey near here Sunday, 
guarded by loyalist Italian monarchists and 
viewed by hundreds of mourners, a family 
spokesman said. “His majesty is never 
alone," a spokesman for the family said, 
adding hundreds of Italians had come to view 
the body of the exiled king along with his 
estranged wife Queen Maria Jose of Belgium

They 
said Greece wanted the Hawkeye or the more 
sophisticated AWAC early waming system 
to monitor planes entering its air space. 

Both newspapers said a personal appraocfa 
to the American government by Greek Pres- 
ident Constantine Kaxamanlis had helped to 
break the impasse. To Vima correspondent 
Panos Loukakoe said US. Secretary of State 
George Shultz might visit Greece in late 
April, to coincide with the signing of any new 
agreement. 

Apart from the military aid issue, Greece 
and the United States face decisions on 
whether or not a new agreement will include 
a provision for the bases' possible with- 
drawal, and how much control Greece will 
have over their activities. 

3 Indian states 
form united front 

NEW DELHI, March 21 (AFP) — Three 
opposition-ruled states in South India 
decided to form a united front to take up 
administrative, economic and other problems 
with Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's federal 
government. The three states are Andhra 
Pradesh, Karnataka and Tamil Nadu. 

Kerala is the only state in the south of the 
country now ruled by Mrs. Gandhi's Con- 
gress Party. 

The Press Trust of India reported that the 
“historic” decision to form the front called 
“Council of Southern States’ Chief Mims- 
tenT was announced at a joint conference in 
Bangalore, the Karnataka state capital, by 
the three heads of administration involved 
after a meeting. 

They, however, made it dear that therr 
decision was not “political” or a confronta- 
tion against the federal government. It was 
directed to establish cooperative federalism 
under the constitute

Guatemala lifting emergency

GUATEMALA CITY, March 21 (AP) — 
President Efrain Rios Monrt Sunday night 
repeated an offer of amnesty to leftist guerril- 
las battling his government for power aod 
said a state of national emergency in effect 
since last July would be lifted Wednesday. 

In his weekly television address, Rios 
Montt said all repressive measures limiting 
individual rights would be lifted on March 23, 
his first anniversary in power. 

Rios Montt originally announced the 
amnesty and the lifting of the state of siege on 
March 13. a week after Pope John Paul n 
visited Guatemala and rebuked him for 
executing six men despite papal pleas for 
mercy. Tbe six had been accused of political 
terrorism by special courts established by 
Rios Montfs government to try guerrillas 
caught in acts of subversion. 

In Sunday night's speech, Rios Montt said 
“I ask God's pardon for what I have done and 
have stopped doing and which go against his 
co mm andments.” 

He said that his cabinet bad agreed to 
“concede amnesty to all those who continue 
to illegally fight with arms, in order to take 
power with the intention of trafficking in the 
nation's interests.” 

But, he said, “ those who want to violate the 


rights of others ... should know once and for 
all they will lose their liberty.” 

He also said the laws which will restore the 
constitutional and political process in 
Guatemala will be made public Wednesday 
anrf that the army, which has been battling 
guerrillas centered in tbe country’s north- 
western provinces of the country, would 
return to their garrisons on the same day. 

Meanwhile, the Guatemalan Jurists’ Con- 
gress has urged the suppression of special 
courts, one of which condemned six young 
alleged subversives who were executed, AFP 
reports. Rios Montt has defended the speci al 

courts as necessary for the country’s security. 

The majority of the 300 jurists who met at 
Antigua, west of here, at the weekend said 
the law under which the courts were created 
contradicted the government’s own bask 
principles of “respect for the law and the 
administration of justice.” 

Five persons were sentenced to death last 
week by tbe special tribunals, set up last July 
by tbe military regime to counter “subver- 
sion” Last September, 10 persons were 
executed by firing squad after being con- 
demned to death by the courts, seven of them 
for belonging to a leftist organization and tbe 
other three for kidnapping and rape.

Tbe three days' bard bargaining in Brussels on the exchange 
rates of the Deutchraark and the French franc as well as other 
European currencies which ended yesterday have saved the 
European Monetary System. But the sight of its two largest 
currencies battling each other has done little to engender 
confidence in a system that was designed to keep the Euro- 
pean Community’s currencies firmly tied together and it 
bodes ill for the future. 

It was the seventh realignment in four years which can be of 
little credit to the system, but even they were relatively easy 
affairs in comparison. The latest crisis saw the French 
threatening to quit the EMS altogether unless they bad their 
way and there were times when it seemed that the Commun- 
ity’ s finance ministers would have to abandon their attempts 
to obtain agreement on new rates of exchange. 

The heart of tbe problem for tbe Snake as it is called 
(currencies are allowed to wriggle, free-market style, to a limit 
of 2 Vi per cent up or down of their fixed exchange rates), is 
that tbe economies of France and West Germany are no 
longer in harmony with each other. In West Germany, where a 
strict money policy has been followed, budget deficits are in 
control, whereas in France the situation is deteriorating. 

These different policies have respectively put a strong 
upward pressure on tbe Deutchmark and a corresponding 
downward pressure on the franc. Had free market factors 
been allowed to operate, the Deutchmark would have risen 
well beyond the GMSs upper boundary limit while the franc 
would have dropped out at the other end. 

Given this, both Paris and Bonn along with tbe other EMS 
members agreed that there had to be a realignment. The 
trouble was that both insisted it was for the other to act. 

In Bonn’s view, France's Socialist government had only 
itself to blame for the weakness of the franc and with its own 
highly export-oriented economy coming out of a recession the 
last thing it wanted was to price its products out of tbe interna- 
tional market by revaluing the Deutchmark too much. 

For the French, however, it had become almost a matter of 
political pride not to be forced into a major devaluation. The 
problem was compounded by the fact that in the wake of 
recent elections there are still question-marks on just who is 
exactly going to be in government in Paris and Bonn. 

The French won — the Deutchmark has been revalued 5.5 
percent compared to a much smaller devaluation of 23 pecent 
for the franc — partly because tbe West German currency was 
far more overvalued than France's was undervalued, and 
partly because Bonn was sufficiently wining to compromise to 
keep the Snake alive. 

Privately, however, the Germans have warned tbe French 
that they will have to cut back on their social expenditure 
experiments and go for austerity if they do not want to see a 
repetition of the crisis in a year's tune. 

In fact. President Mitterrand has, for tbe past week, been 
expected to replace Pierre Mauroy as prime minister, prob- 
ably by Finance Minister Jacques Defois, and so bring in a 
more centrist government committed to austerity. The highly 
respected foreign trade minister, the Gaullist Michel Jobert, 
has already resigned in anticipation of a reshuffle, which is 
expected now to come tomorrow. 

However, a measure of austerity in France is not going to 
change tbe fundamental imbalance in economic policies that 
now exists between Paris and Bonn. And without a con- 
vergence of policies, there can be no convergence of curren- 
cies. 

A peaceful future for the EMS looks decidedly unlikely 
then — at least during tbe next two years or so. Certainly if the 
franc has any more problems, tbe West Germans are going to 
yjte far less accommodating. ^ 



Zionists keep Hitler’ s crimes alive before Americans

WASHINGTON — 

The Zionists are determined the world win never 
forget the holocaust. When they use that word 
holocaust, they want you and others to think of 
Hitler, not of Begin and Sharon. 

Tbe Zionists succeeded in America, in that they 
have convinced the people there is no genocide of 
Palestinians and other Arabs: that the only geno- 
cide happened in the 2940s. Ironically, as Zionists 
increase tbe tempo of today’s holocaust against 
innocent Arab civilians and continue their massive 
expanionist invasions of Arab land, tbe Zionists of 
the United States simultaneously increase the 
tempo of their sancitificatkra of tbe holocaust of tbe 
1940s. 

As part of this sanctification, the U.S. govern- 
ment (which is to say, a Zionist-dominated legisla- 
tive body) has allocated two large, vacant brick 
buildings southeast of the Washington Monument 
and adjacent to tbe national Mall for a $30 to $40 
million holocaust museum. The decision to place 
the memorial museum so prominently, plus its large 
scale and the official status conferred by its congres- 
sional mandate, represent an extraordinary Ameri- 
can commitment to Zionism. 

The only other memorial on this scale is Israel* s 
Yad Vashem in Jerusalem, a vast memorial to vic- 
tims of the Nazi concentration camps, where, 
according to Israeli writer Boaz Evron, each impor- 
tant visitor to the Jewish state is taken in order to 
arouse “the proper feeling of ritual guilt that is 
required of him.” Elie Wiesel, an American Jew, is 
chairman of tbe U.S. Holocaust Memorial Council, 
an independent federal agency set up by Congress 
in 1980 to raise private funds to create the memor- 
ial museum. Tbe 65-member council, beaded by 
Wiesel, is composed of Jewish business leaders as 
well as Jewish members of Congress who planned 
the memorial, and secured an $820,000 federally 
funded budget for this year. Tbe council now asks 
Congress to donate $ 1 ,953.000 for its 1 984 budget. 
Tbe General Services Administration (GSA) 
“donated” the two large brick buildings to house 
exhibits designed to evoke horrors of tbe Nazi 
holocaust. 

For “his help*’ in donating the two GSA buildings, 
tbe council gave an award to GPA administrator, 
Gerald P. Carmen, a Jewish American. Receiving 
his award, CarmeD responded (according to a trans- 
cript), “ From evil and from disaster and from all 
those type of things, good things do come. And if I 
can just be a non-government official and just be a 
Jew for a moment, I think that those years that we 
were growing up in America (during tbe Nazi 
holocaust) and that trauma that we all went through 
did a lot for us (to help us) very personally know 
how much democracy means and how much free- 
dom means.” He said the memorial will “ be held as 
a symbol of what can happen when (we) let down 
our guard.”

In reply to tbe comment of Joseph Nicado on 
“pres^* freedom in the Philippines, (Arab News, 
March 16), I would like to say the following: 

When martial law was declared in 1 972 by Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos, newspapers, radio and TV 
stations were closed. They were, however, subse- 
quently allowed to resume operation under the 
management of legitimate businessmen — whereas 
before they were being managed by businessmen- 
pobtician-oligarchs who have been responsible for 
widespread corruption and monopoly of powers in 
the government that ultimately endangered 
national security. 

These establishments were converted into free 
and independent vehicles of information rather 
than took for power and influence exclusively for 
tbe rich. Whether the managers or proprietors of 
these establishments now are related to President 
Marcos or not does not matter as long as they serve 
tbe purpose of society. Personalities should not be 
given much significance. 

The Philippines press is still one of the freest in 
the world. The free and unmolested circulation of 
seven newspapers and magazines critical of the 
Marcos administration and the negative views aired 
in our radio and television stations are authentic 
proofs of this assertion. 

Upon learning of the so-called “coercive inves- 
tigation” of the National Investigation Board, of 
tbe media personalities, Marcos ordered that tbe 
board be disbanded and immediately issued 
guidelines to safeguard newspaper personalities. 

The World Bank has been helpful to developing 
nations and not only to tbe Philippines. One of its 
purposes is to render financial assistance and tbe 
loans granted to the Philippines are for develop- 
mental purposes. To malm charges therefore, that 
will create doubts on its integrity is unfair and 
unjust.

will be announced officially — perhaps by President 
Reagan — during what tbe Zionists call Days of 
Remembrance of the Nazi holocaust April 10 
through 17, when nearly 20,000 concentration 
camp survivors are expected to meet in Washing- 
ton. 

By such tactics, the Zionists conspire to keep all 
Americans In the Haitr era. They want Americans 
to base derisions today on what happened in 1940- 
45. The fcnefi writer Boaz Evron examines “the use 
made of the holocaust as a means of propaganda” as 
well as the damaging effect be believes this has had 
on the Jewish people, on the state of Ia-ad, and most 
of aD on Israel’s relations with the outside world. 

In a June 1980, issue of the literary review Yiton 
77, published in Tel Aviv, Evron reminds his read- 
ers that the Jews were not the only victims of the 
Nazi holocaust. Tbe Nazis also exterminated mil- 
lions of Slavs (3 miUioD non-Jewisb Poles and an 
even greater but unknown number of Russians), to 
say nothing of the gypsies. Evron observes that in 
the 1940s tbe fate of the Jews, however frightful, 
was not unique. 

Evron thinks the Zionists have made a great mis- 
take by trying to “ monopolize” the Nazi holocaust 
as a purely Jewish experience, and he points out 
that this strengthens what he calls the “paranoiac 
reaction" of some Jews, who feel themselves “cut 
off from humanity and its laws.” This in turn. Evron 
says, may encourage some Jews, when they find 
themselves in positions of power, to misuse that 
power, treating non-'Jews as “different” and so 
sub-human — this reflecting in their own behavior 
the attitudes of which they feel themselves to have 
been the victims. 

During tbe first decade after the creation of the 
Jewish state, public awareness of the holocaust was 
fading in Israel. Those who had been living in Pales- 
tine knew of tbe holocaust only as a distant horror, 
while the mass of oriental Jews who flooded into 
Israel in the early fifties thought of it as a European 
phenomenon which bad very little to do with them- 
selves. 

To speak, as Zionist leaders and propagandists 
do, of all Israelis as “ those who survived” is, Evron 
writes, worse than misleading because tt reinforces 
once again that sense of “otherness” by which 
Israeli Jews are encouraged to think of themselves 
and of rheir state as being fundamentally different 
from the rest of the world. Whether Jews are differ- 
ent and better, as the Zionists claim, or different 
and worse, as the Nazis daimed, tbe basic concept 
remains one of simple racism. 

It was tbe Elchmmn trial Chat reawakened 
memories of the holocaust and created, both inside 
and outside Israel, a new awareness of it. By using 
Ekhmann as the symbol of tbe whole murderous 
tyranny which he represented, the trial was 
exploited in a coldblooded way as “a mesas of prac- 
ticalpoficy, aimed at practical gaits, ’’Evron writes, 
adding that while the Israelis achieved this rim, it led 
to an abnormal relationship with Germany which 
became tbe model for land’s rdationship with most 
of the countries of tbe West. 

It was a relationship in which one party, Ger- 
many, because of its sense of guilt, was under an 
obligation to provide tbe other country, Israel, with 
every kind of moral and material support — and 
could expect nothing in return. 

This, Evron believes, was very harmful to the 
Israelis because it constructed a kind of “political 
and economic glass house around Israel.” As a 
result “Israel, from the moment of its establish- 
ment, has never bad to face up to tbe real forces 
operating in tbe world and to adapt its behavior 
accordingly” Israel's leaders constantly practice 
“moral blackmail” on the theme of tbe holocaust 
“in order to make their listeners feel guilty,” Evron 
continues. They exercise the technique effectively 
on the Americans, despite tbe fact that United 
States Jews, as he says, “have enjoyed equal rights 
and freedom of religion since the days when the 
United States was still a British colony.” 

All of this leads tbe Israelis to “a strange moral 
blindness” which finds expression in double stan- 
dards of moral behavior. Because the outside world 
is constantly portrayed as hostile to Israel and eager 
to persecute it, the Israelis are encouraged to 
believe themselves bound by no moral obligation to 
that outside world. The result, Evron continues, is 
that “we (Israelis), who base most of our claims on 
justice and the world’s duty to “those who sur- 
vived," regard ourselves as having the right to 
establish ties with tbe most oppressive regimes, to 
make arms deals with tbe worst nations, and we are 
also not deterred from oppressing the non-Jews 
living under our rule.” 

Because they do harbor guilt feelings over their 
failure to save tbe Jews from tbe Nazi holocaust, tbe 
Christian countries of the West have submitted to 
this moral blackmail and have supported Israel, as 
Evron says,“ far beyond, and at times even against, 
their own legitimate national interests." He points 
our that none of TsraeTs leaders — and be sees no 
difference between Begiris “holocaust rhetoric” 
and that of Labor leaders — have known how to 
handle tbe Third World, because they “have had 
difficulty in finding any language in which to com- 
municate with countries that have no guilt feelings 
toward the Jews ” How, he asks, “can you accuse 
China of anti-Semitism when the Chinese hardly 
know what Jews are?” 


Evron warns bis feDow-coantrymeii that time is 
running out. Tbe stock of guilt feelings “is tike a 
limited bank account that one keeps drawing on" 
and even tbe Jews in tbe diaspora are tired of it and 
“tbe miffbanirat way in which our leaders go on 
repeating this record shows that even they have 
ceased Co believe in it.” 

The aim in harping on the holocaust, Evron con- 
cludes, is not to face up to the past “but to manipu- 
late the present.” Perhaps by plan, just prior to tbe 
announcement that tbe U.S. Congress was voting 
millions of dollars and donating choice buildings to 
bouse a memorial to Jewish victims of Hitler’s 
holocaust, still another colossal television epic on 
the Nazi holocaust — this one produced at a cost of 
$40 million, was shown throughout the United 
States. 

Virtually every American over the age of 12 saw 
at least pan of the week-long, 18-hour docudrama. 
Time magazine estimated. The series, “The Winds 
of War." was written by Herman Wouk, an 
orthodox Jew and a staunch Zionist with a son who 
serves in the Israel navy. Without exception. Jews in 
tbe film are portrayed as warm, sensitive admirable 
people, while Wouk calls Palestine “a hellhole — 
full of flies, Arabs and disease ” 

Tbe books written and produced on the bofocaast 
must number in the thousands. Each week in Editor 
and Publisher magarfna, three or four books are 
listed on the subject of the holocaust. The subject has 
been taken from every angle. 

The books are meant to prick the world" s consci- 
ence and indicate there remains a Nazi peril today. 
It would seem the theme is a favorite for writers of 
fiction and nonfiction, for television, the movies 
and the stage. A few examples include Arthur 
Morse. While Six Million Died; Lucy S. Dawidowicz, 
The War Against the Jews, 1933-1945; and Eli 
Wiesel. One Generation After. 

There are a few other voices. One Jewish writer, 
Hannah Arendt. charged that “wherever Jews 
lived, there were Jewish leaders and this leadership, 
almost without exception, cooperated in one way or 
another, for one reasoo or another, with tbe Nazis 

And Ben Hecht's fully documented Perfidy 
details the Zionist cooperation in the annihilation 
of Hungary's 1 million Jews. Nevertheless, it seems 
tbe Zionists have convinced a majority in tbe Chris- 
tian West that because Nazis persecuted, tortured 
and murdered Jews, tbe West must give carte - 
blanche treatment to all Zionists, and that if one 
criticizes Israel or its politics one is somehow 
criticizing the religion of Judaism and its adherents, 
the Jewish people. 

Christians have by and large accepted this tenet 
of Zionism. For instance, during a speech purport- 
ing to describe the Christian response to tbe Arab- 
Israeli confrontation, Lehigh University Professor 
A. Roy Echardt concluded that “Christian anti- 
Zionism” could not be separated from “Christian 
anti-Semitism.” The Zionists collect heavily 
because of Christian “guilt” — a feeling that they 
never allow them to forget. Many Christians in the 
Western world continue to make reparations for 
crimes against the Jews in which they felt they had 
shared, if only vicariously. 

American bias in favor of Israel as opposed to 
Arabs in the Middle East comes as a result of tbe 
cult of anti-anti-Semitism. The Christians are 
against those who are against the Jews, because the 
Christians have been made acutely sensitive to tbe 
“guilt” of tbe holocaust and they do not want to be 
called anti-Semitic. 

The meaning of the word Semitic indicates those 
who speak a Semitic language, which would include 
Arabs and Jews, To call someone anti-Semitic logi- 
cally would mean that one did not like the people 
(Arabs and Jews) whose mother tongue was Semi- 
tic. In modern usage, however, tbe Jews, as well as 
Western Christians, take anti-Semitic to mean 
those who do not like tbe Jews. 

Tbe Arabs, of course, being Semitic, never refer 
to the term, anti-Semitic. The Arabs with whom I 
have talked, including Chairman Arafirt of the PLO, 
carefully distinguish between Judaism and Zionism, 
and say they have no quarrel with tbe Jew as Jew. 

Tbe West, however, has not as yet made that 
distinction, nor have it shed their sense of guilt 
German chancellors including Konrad Adenauer, 
Ludwig Erhard and Willy Brandt have all acknow- 
ledged this sense of guilt, and with payments of 
billions in reparations and in restitution, Germany 
ranks second only to the United States in keeping 
Israel economically afloat. 

An anti-Zionist Jewish rabbi, Elmer Berger, 
points out “ Begin uses the holocaust constantly. He 
called suspension of strategic cooperation agree- 
ment between the United States and Israel “anti 
Semitic.” There is a constant Israeli allegation that 
the PLO wants to expel or kill all Jews. All refer- 
ences to the actions of the PLO is termed anti- 
Jewish. Tbe former U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles was called an “anti Semitic.*' Also, 
De Gaulle and Arnold Toynbee. All you have to do 
is look at tbe Anti- Defamation League hit List to see 
how irresponsibly the charge is made. And the 
accusation, of course, is related to tbe orchestration 
of holocaust. Begin s slander of Helmut Schmidt is 
another example. 

In the case of German Chancellor Schmidt, Begin 
had suggested that he should follow the example of 
his predecessor, Willy Brandt, and go down on his 


knees at the site of the wartime Jewish ghetto in 
Warsaw, “to plead forgiveness for what bis people 
and National Socialist (Nazi) rule did t o my peo- 
ple” 

According to Lucy Dawidowicz in The War 
Against the Jews, 1933 -1945, the word “ holocaust” 
comes through the Greek from tbe Hebrew word 
“olab ,” literally meaning “what is brought up,” but 
signifying in Biblical texts a“ burnt offering.” When 
used in connection with Nazi genocide, it brings to 
mind pagan sacrifices to placate angry gods. 

Tbe anti-Zionist Jewish writer Dr. Alfred 
Ulienthal believes that Hitler and the Nazis gave 
tbe Zionists “a new religion (with) icons that are 
continuously invoked.” United States foreign pol- 
icy continues to be decided “on the basis of tbe total 
human revulsion toward Nazism.” He adds: 

“Citizens of tbe Western world, in particular the 
U.S., invariably Judge the hfiddk East conBkt, net 
by weighing Arab rights against Israel rights* or 
even Palestinian grievances against Zionist grie- 
vances, bm in tenns of Hitler versos tbe Jews. Intfcb 
context, tbe obvious emotional reaction of pafatic 
opinion b to maintain blind adherence to brad’s 
position. Tbe “six mflUou” serve as a constant 
rebuttal to any and aD criticism of Israeli potides.” 

Zionists, Lifientbai charges, keep the vision of 
Hitler 41 dangling constantly” before the Americans. 

44 Who can deny that holocaust mania has taken tbe 
place of Judaism — a tragedy indeed for-this faith,- - 
for Jews, Palestinians and American forcin' pol - 
icy." He points to “an increasing sanctificatioirof ’* 
tbe holocaust, with an unparalleled outpouring of ' 
books, plays, films, features and news articles and - 
television originals devoted to retelling tbe story of 
Nazi genocide. Zionists make use of tbe “ sanctifies- . 
lion of tbe holocaust,” as a weapon, Lflienthal 
states, adding that 44 when all else tads, the Zionists 
bring out tbe six million Jews killed during the Nazi 
holocaust. They remain the ultimate silencer. 
“These six million quite literally are pulled from tbe 
ovens, propped up and pushed forward to confront' 
any who might raise the slightest question oz smal- 
lest voice of dissent. Hitler made reluctant Zionists 
out of many guilt-ridden Christians and assimilated 
Western Jews," Ulienthal continues. “As Hitler 
exploited the Jews, it is paradoxical that certain 
Jews should have exploited and up to this very - 
moment are still very much intent upon exploiting 
Hitler for Zionist propaganda purposes. There has 
been an almost continuing conspiracy, fostered by 
an unboUy alliance between tbe media and the 
Zionists, to keep us all in the era Of 1940-45.” 

“It is tbe irrefutability of the holocaust asa fact of 
tbe past that has hamstrung the Christian world at 
large, and American Christians in particular. Tbe 
insinuations of anti-Seminism, backed up by 
threats, are manipulated to co-opt tbe Christian and 
to tie him up, signed, sealed and delivered, for the 
Zionist- Israelis! claque,” Lflienthal concludes. 

Meanwhile, American tax payers will pay mil- 
lions of dollars to build a new memorial to {filler’s 
holocaust — while refusing to see Begin' s holocaust 
of today.

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Six blacks shot by white policemen 

Specter of racial violence haunts U.S 


MIAMI, (R) — The specter of another 
“Ions hot summer” of radal violence hangs 
over Miami following the deaths of six black 
men shot by six white Mi ami-area policemen 
in separate incidents in the past six months. 

Four of the officers have been indicted for 
manslaughter and their approaching trials, 
sore to be highly publicized, could cause 
Miami's Liberty Gty, a sprawling black 
ghetto northwest of the city center, to 
explode into violence. The acquittal by an 
all-white jury in May 1981 of four white 
policemen accused of beating to death a black 
insurance salesman, after chasing and arrest- 
ing him for a traffic violation, sparked four 
days of racial rioting in Liberty Gty. Eigh- 
teen persons were killed.-* 

Last week blade youths swarmed into the 
streets to pelt police and passing motorists 
with stones and bottles, although officials 
blamed rowdyism, rather than radal antagon- 
ism, for die incident. Last December, there 
was a lesser “civil disturbance” in another 
predominantly black area. Overtown, trig- 
gered by the fatal shooting in a video games 
arcade of 21-year-old NeveD Johnson by 
32-year-old police officer Luis Alvarez — 
one of the officers now indicted cm man- 
slaughter charges by a Dade county grand 
jury. 

Other officers indicted are: Thomas Pel- 
leduo, a Metro-Dade county detective, who 
shot Ernest Kirkland, a black prison guard, 
after stopping him for alleged reckless driving 
in October last year; Nelson Urtiaga, a metro 
patrolman, who shot trade hijack suspect 
Anthony Nelson, also last October; and 
Robert Koenig, a metro patrolman, who shot 
Donald Harp, a passenger in a car stopped 
after a minor hit-and-run accident, on March 
4. 

A Miami police officer, who asked not to 
be named, predicted trouble when the cases 
came to court. “There is obviously the poten- 
tial for disturbances if things don’t work out 
the way certain people think they should be 
resolved. In the Alvarez case in particular 
you get die feeling that thmga have been 
reversed. If s like some of the blacks have a 
lynch mob mentality,” he said. 

In die other two fatal shootings, two 
policemen have been cleared already of 
wrongdoing. Police chiefs say they have no 
reason to believe racism was a factor in die 
shootings, but concede that officers’ fear and 
inexperience may have been. 

Two whites have also been shot dead by 
police in the past six months and officials say 
tiie number of police shootings in Miami on a 
per capita basis is not high by U.S. standards. 

But there are special drcumstances in the 
Miami area and, ironically, they stem at least 
in part from strenuous efforts by both die 
police. to increase their overall strength and 
boost tfaemunberef hlack and [other minority 
officers. “The. city crf Mjarai police depart- 
ment has excelled beyond every metropolitan 
police agency in the country in an overall 
comparison in its total commitment to die 
hiring and promoting of minorities,” chief 
Kenneth Harms wrote in a recent report. 

In December 1978, Harms' figures show, 
about two- thirds of 706 city officers were 
white, non-Latin males whereas in December 
last year only 410 of 1,038 were “Anglo” 
males. Blacks now comprise some 17 percent 
of the force, slightly above their proportion in 
die papulation as a whole. But a high percen- 
tage of new officers, especially blacks and 
Latins, are in their early 20s, with less than 
two years of street experience. Thus Harms 
and other police chiefs place much of the 
blame for “ questionable” shootings on inex- 
perience, rather than radal prejudice.

An emergency metro hiring program has 
put more than 250 Rookie officers onto the 
streets in each of die past three years. As the 
Dade county crime rate soared — due in large 
part to imported, murderous internecine 
strife between South American drag mer- 
chants and their “cocaine cowboys” — many 
experienced officers were promoted from 
street duty to expanded homicide, robbery 
and other specialized units. 

“The fear level, the apprehension level is 
really great— not just among die citizens but 
among die police too,” the police chief of die 
Dade county force, Bobby Jones, said in a 
recent newspaper interview. “A lot of people 
in this community are carrying guns.” But he 
added he now favors freezing or at least limit- 
ing the accelerated expansion of die metro 
force. “We need a Httle more breathing 
space,” he said. 

In almost all the recent shooting cases, the 
officers involved have told their superiors die 
suspects made sudden moves which could 
have meant they were reaching for guns. 

Whatever the juries decide, the police duefs 
stress their men and women are trained to 
shoot to kill or disable if they believe lives are 
in danger. Officers do not fire warning shots, 1 
they say and advise the public to do exactly 
what they are told if stopped by police. 





Free of contamination and vibration 


Scientists visualize space as factories of future

WASHINGTON — The most precious 
substances on earth someday may bear the 
label: “Made in Outer Space." 

Vaccines worth $1,400 a gram, near- 
perfect ball bearings and alloys that never 
existed could be produced up there in space, 
research scientists say. 

Space enthusiasts expect to discover new 
treatments for diabetes, cancer, emphysema 
and hemophilia. They’re sure zero-gravity 
outer space laboratories will do for ma n u fa c- 
tur ing what commercial satellites did for 
communication. 

“Outer space could give us cures or treat- 
ments that we just don’t have now ” said Ray 
DefEray, spokesman for McDonnell Douglas 
Corporation, a U.S. aerospace firm which has 
spent an estimated $40 mill ion on U.S. space 
shuttle experiments. 

The U.S. National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) has identified 500 
materials that could be combined chemically 
to create stronger, lighter- weight alloys. 
These include lead-aluminum, lead-tin and 
chromium-copper. 

As a prod u cti o n center, outer space has 
several advantages. Ilf s free of contamination 
and vibrations. The sun offers an unlimited 
supply of electrical energy. 

And the weightlessness of space is attrac- 
tive to metal and pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers. Earth’s gravity forces heavier 
molecules to the bottom of any mixture, mak- 
ing it difficult to combine substances. 

In space, rare substances could be sepa- 
rated from blood and other material. 

Drugs or hormones produced in space 
eventually could treat millions of people 
worldwide, including cancer victims and 
diabetics at cheaper costs. 

Companies outside medicine also are look- 
ing to space. Scientists representing the U.S. 
electronics firm TRW Inc. hope to make 
metals light enough to float Westinghouse 
C or p o ration, an American manufacturing 
company, wants to produce ultrapure, 
bubble-free glass for lasers and telescopes. 
Microgravity Research Associates, Inc., a 
new Miami, Florida, company, thinks space 
laboratories would produce the work? s best 
semiconductors for computers and other 
electronic devices because when they are 


made on Earth, oxygen contaminates the sili- 
con crystals that axe sliced up into wafers to 
make semiconductors. 

Only high-value, low- volume products like 
medicinal drags and semiconductors are 
immediate candidates for outer space pro- 
duction, said Richard Brown, a NASA mater- 
ials expert. Because experiments in the 
limi ted space aboard the shuttle cost $3 mil- 
lion to $6 million, even the best space ven- 
tures will take seven to eight years to pay off. 

Those costs aren’t expected to drop until 
an unmanned space laboratory is in orbit. 

“Right now, the market is very limited," 
Brown said. “ But once we get two to three 


winners (successful space experiments), the 
money will flow into this industry,” making it 
possible to launch a full-scale laboratory 
many times larger than the space shuttle’s. 

A recent experiment sponsored by 
McDonneD Douglas and Johnson & Johnson, 
to separate biological materials has, however, 
yielded conclusive results. 

On the U.S. space shuttle Columbia *s 
fourth flight, the companies’ equipment used 
electricity to separate albumen and pure pro- 
tein from a cell culture. The amount 
extracted was 453 times greater than in a 
similar but more difficult process on Earth. 
On an upcoming flight of the U.S. space shut- 


tle Challenger, they hope to produce sub- 
stances that are four times purer than poss- 
ible on earth. 

If all goes well, McDonnell Douglas 
expects to invest in a full-scale space laborat- 
ory by the end of the decade, Deffray said. 

About 250 U.S. companies are interested 
in manufacturing products in outer space. 

By the end of the decade, experimental 
studies conducted by U.S. companies aboard 
the space shuttles could prove that space 
manufacturing is commercially feasible for 
many different products. Brown said.

A human inferno 
poses ethical issue

NEW YORK — In a small town late at 
night a man sets hims elf on fire. Two televi- 
sion crewmen roD the camera for a crucial 
half-minute as he turns into a fireball before 
they try to save him. 

In newsrooms and journalism classrooms 
around the country in the days that follow, 
‘veterans and teachers and students of jour- 
nalism have been agonizing over questions 
posed by the incident — questions many say 
should have been settled ages ago. 

What makes a story newsworthy? Does the 
meaningless act of a deranged mind qualify as 
news? Where does professional ■detachment 
end and common decency and common sense 
take over? How do journalists on the spot 
decide these things and should they have to? 

In Jacksonville, Alabama, a college town 
of 10,000 persons, Cecil Andrews, a 37- 
year-old unemployed roof repairer, tele- 
phoned a local television station to announce 
he would put a torch to himself in protest 
against unemployment in America. The sta- 
tion called the police, who searched the area, 
found no one, and left. 

Minutes later when cameraman Ronald 
Simmons, 30, and soundman Gary Harris, 
18, drove up Andrews appeared, soaked in 
lighter fluid. Simmons and Harris talked to 
Andrews a few minutes, hoping the police 
would show up. Then, as Andrews struck a 
match and put it to his chest, they rolled the 
camera. It took Andrews three matches to get 
a fire going. When the flame soared up his 
body — and die video camera had it on tape 
— Harris rushed over and tried to save the 
man. 

The fire was eventually put out and 
Andrews, burned over half his body, is recov- 
ering in hospital. The camera recorded 37 
seconds of the drama and parts were shown 
on television. Newspapers around the world 
followed up die story and even die Soviet 
newspaper Fravda sent a reporter. The story 
also raised touchy moral and ethical issues in 
the news profession, questions the press is 
loth to examine until they crop up. 

Simmons and Harris say their consciences 
are dear, that they only did their job, “to 


record events as they happen.” Their news 
director Phil Cox, 30, insists he sent them not 
to get a story but “to see if we could intercept 
the man and help him” and to assist police. 
Jacksonville police chief Paul Locke, 35, says 
there was no such understanding. 

Journalists safely distant from the story 
expressed mixed feelings of dismay and sym- 
pathy with the way Simmons and Harris 
handled themselves. “1 am appalled,” jour- 
nalism teacher Carol Oukrop said at Kent 
State University in Ohio. “Z am speechless. 
Good Grief.” 

“Would he (Andrews) have done it with- 
out the camera present” she wondered. “1 
think that is one erf the many uoanswerables. 
When yon cover that kind of story, is some 
other poor, sick nut going to hurt himself?” 

Hodding Carter, who was state department 
spokesman in the Carter administration and 
is now a commentator on journalism for 
public television, said: ‘"My first instinctive 
reaction is that the human being does not live 
by a higher code than the code of human 
beings. My second reaction is that the aver- 
age journalist who says that, and claims that 
he is always guided by that, is a hypocrite. 
The first reaction of a journalist is to go get 
the story, no matter what it is.” 

Still, Carter said, the press should mak^ 
“some concerted effort to define what a jour- 
nalist ought and ought not to do.” 

“We write long and bitter editorials that 
lawyers, doctors and other professionals lack 
ethical standards ” he said. “But we have, in 
some ways, greaterpoweroverlifeand death, 
and yet we are unwilling to subject ourselves 
to a code.” 

The former president of CBS news disag- 
rees. “The only thing you can do” Fred 
Friendly said “is to educate — to make peo- 
ple think before they act You cannot make 
rules. It is an education problem.” 

Friendly, now a journalism professor at 
Columbia University here, found “no 
redeeming social value” in the Andrews mis- 
adventure because “what one deranged per- 
son does has no meaning at all.” The televi- 
sion station, he added, displayed profoundly 
poor taste in airing film of a man mutilating 
himself. 


Taiwan launches drive 
to reverse brain drain

TAIPEI (LOS) — For 30 years many of 
the best and brightest students from Taiwan 
have gone to the United States to study. Only 
15 percent have ever returned. The rest, 
maybe 200,000, most of them in science and 
technology, have remained and flourished in 
their new country. Now the Taiwanese gov- 
ernment is trying to lure them back to their 
motherland. 

They are seen as the 1 key to developing 
what the government has designated one of 
the five strategic industries — computers. 
The other four are machinery, transporta- 
tion, electronics and electrical goods. 

Computer exports have leapt from almost 
nothing five years ago to over $200 million 
last year; the main items are home comput- 
ers, peripherals and computer parts and 
programs. The export target for this last item 
is $3.2 billion by 1989 — 2 percent of the 
estimated world market at that time. 

The computer industry has been desig- 
nated a strategic one because its chief 
requirement is not raw materials, in which 
Taiwan is very poor, but brainpower, with 
which it is well endowed. This country has 
one of the highest percentages of college 
graduates in the world. Yet the earnings of 
computer engineers and technicians here are 
only about a third of those with similar qual- 
ifications in Japan, the U.S. and Europe. 

There is no doubt about the market for 
computers and related products. Sales of per- 
sonal computers in the U.S. , for exa mple, rose 
from $1.8 billion in 1980 to just under $5 


billion last year. To get a share of that market 
and to attract some erf the scientists bade 
home, the government has established an 
industrial park for high-technology firms in 
Hsincbu, 45 miles from the capital. 

: Forty-one firms have been given approval 
to set up there, and 26 have already done so, 
employing 1 ,600 persons with a total foreign 
investment of $70 million. Sales are running 
at $4 million a month. 

Nearly all of the firms have been set up by 
Taiwan specialists who have come back from 
theUJS. As part of the campaign to woo more 
back from America, a school using English as 
the teaching medium is to be set up for 
families whose children have grown used to 
the U.S. school system. 

The government hopes the living and 
working environment available in Taiwan 
win be good enough to compensate for the 
smaller financial rewards. 

The country’s relatively late entry into the 
computer field means it produces small items. 
The big, mainframe computers, such as used 
in government departments or banks, are 
nearly all imported. Taiwan's future lies in 
home computers, components and programs. 

This is evidently the belief of two Ameri- 
can firms. Atari and Key Tronic, which 
recently chose Taiwan for the manufacture of 
home computers and computer ter minals 
respectively. Key Tronic’s president, Lewis 
Zirkle, said: “In the next few years half of the 
terminals of American computers will prob- 
ably be made in Taiwan, with the manufactur- 
ing cost 30 percent less than in the U.S. and 
15 percent less than in Japan.

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BREAST SURGERY: WHY CAN’T DOCTORS AGREE?

Dear Dr. Stdmerohn: I have breast cancer. Pm faced with an Important de ci sion. Shall I 
have the entire breast removed? Or, shad I have only the lamp removed and be treated with 
radiation? Pm co nf tased because my doctors seem confined. One suggests that I have a 
mastectomy. But my family doctor says that PH have equally good results by having a 
hmiprctoiny (removal of the lamp and saving the breast) and treated by ra diati o n . As 
matters stand, they’ve left the decision to me. Now why shoold I be the one to decide? Why 
can’t doctors make up their minds? — Mrs. L 

Dear Mrs. JL- We still don’t have the definite answer about whaf s best. Not until the past 
few years has there been a choice. When cancer of the breast was diagnosed, mastectomy 
was the only answer. Fortunately, now there is a choice. Some studies have shown the new 
treatment produces equally good results. The lump itself is removed (lumpectomy) and 
radiation therapy is instituted. Tins usually consists of about six weeks of radiation therapy 
to the breast tumor site and also to the armpit glands. In addition, needles with radioactive 
material are inserted into the tumor area. 

Only time will tell us which method of treatment is most satisfactory. At present, 
mastectomy is the usual choice. However, I do not believe you should bear the additional 
burden of having to make the decision, Mrs. L. If your doctors disagree, ask for consulta- 
tion. If lumpectomy is the choice, it should bring you some emotional relief to know that it 
may save your life as well as save your breas t

WASHINGTON. March 21 — Amid 
increased international economic crisis and 
Ming oil prices, Saudi Arabia has been push- 
ing for a more active role by tbe International 
Monetary Fund in assisting developing coun- 
tries obtain much-needed loans. 

Despite mounting criticism by the U.S. 
government and media editorialists that a 
larger American contribution to the fund's 
resources is an 91-conceived move, IMF offi- 
cials are determined to posh forth with its 
expanded lending facilities. 

A key figure in tbe fund's troubleshooting 
efforts is tbe executive director for Saudi 
Arabia. Yossuf Nimatallab. Tbe former 
economics professor and financial adviser to 
tbe Saudi minister of finance and Sultan of 
Oman, holds a doctorate in monetary 
economics from the University of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Saudi prominence began officially in 1979 
when the Kingdom became a board member 
of tbe IMF. It fulfilled the requirement of 
lending tbe institution enough funds to qual- 
ify as a major creditor and was granted a seat 
in November 1978. 

The “appointed seat 1 ' elevated Saudi 
Arabia to tbe sixth position among tbe list of 
major lenders. It had previously been a 
member of the Arab group then represented 
by Syria. 

In an interview with Arab News * aster pub- 
lication Asharq Al -Awsat Dr. Yussuf 
Nimatallab described the Saudi contribution 
to the fund and its effect in changing basic 
monetary policies. 

Qs What distinguishes tbe Saudi contribu- 
tion from its quota at the fund? 

A: We bad a small quota back in 1979, 
which is onJy because of lending. But con- 
tribution is different. We lent enough to 
enable Saudi Arabia to get the seat. A seat is 
different from voting — we had a small vote 
(and quota). Our quota was increased drasti- 
cally in 1981 to put us in the sixth position 
among 146 members, and tbe vote increased 
to 3 Vi %. 

Q: How did that translate into influence on 
the board? 

A: The nice feeling about it is that we never 
got anything for Saudi Arabia, but from tbe 
feet that we got a great deal of understanding 
from tbe industrial countries for th*. case of 
riie developing count ries, 

Q: What tangible benefits resulted from 
these changes? 

A: Enlarging tbe access of the developing 
countries to tbe resources of tbe fund, 
because member countries cannot borrow 
more than their quota, which is the yardstick, 
unlike the World Bank where there' s no limi- 
tation on borrowing. 

Q: The U.S. has come under attack domes- 


de termination. Is that justified? 

A:The U.S. cannot increase or decrease 
its contribution alone. It has approximately a 
20% position in tbe contribution to the total 
capital of the fund. That gives them nearly 20 
% of tbe votes. Nobody can change that. Onl y 
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tbe total resources of tbe fund can be 
increased or decreased. 

Qs What led to the^divergence in views? 

Az Some countries have not been patting 
tbeir house in order effectively, therefore 
they were thought not to deserve more 
resources. Also, there has been criticism and 
pressure on the Reagan administration from 
Congress saying “we have problems at 
home” and need money in tbe US (particu- 
larly since lending ce flings go up and there are 
no perceived results). 

Q; What about lending to countries like 
Brazil and Mexico which are considered 
prime risks for default? 

As What is happening, with the help of the 
IMF is the following: There are usually four 
parties to patting their house in order. Coun- 
tries like Mexico must be brought forward to 
accept a commitment to remedy the situation 
according to a program designed by the IMF. 

Q; But commercial banks are involved and 
fear great losses from extending more credit 
that will not be repaid. 

A: The banks that were hasty at times in 
lending and less selective in their lending 
must be brought into tbe picture by giving 
slightly more loans to these countries to 
enable them to move forward until they 
implement the programs of adjustment with 
tbe fund and start repaying the banks. There 
has to be coordination and cooperation. 

Q: It was suggested that Saudi Arabia par- 
ticipate in alleviating the pressure on com- 
mercial banks. How would it be involved? 

A: Some industrial countries and Saudi 
Arabia came into tbe picture to lend the bor- 
rowers through “ bridge financing 1 ' . The need 
for such a process is because it takes our staff, 
board and the governments involved some 
time to design meticulously-detailed prog- 
rams: bow to reduce inflation, how to control 
spending, etc. To design an imptementabte 
program takes 10-12 weeks. 

Q: Banks have been accused ofbad judg 


men t and over-extension of credit to default- 
ing countries. 

A: The program designed by the IMF is to 
give those countries a seal of approval. The 
initial period of implementation is very dif- 
ficult. If yon interrupt anything suddenly, 
everybody gets hurt. 

Q: What if tbe proposed increases for the 
US contribution to tbe fund don't go through 
Congress? Would Saudi Arabia pick up the 
slack? 

A: It can't be Saudi Arabia only. This hap- 
pened once before, in the last review. The US 
was late m approving its contribution. The 
legislation was delayed. So the executive 
board gave the US an extension of the period 
of consent. 

Q: Then you’re not worried about the US 
relinquishing its position of preeminence? 

A: The US could never let go of its position. 
Everybody else would be happy to fill in. Tbe 
contribution can be distributed pro rata on all 
the countries to fin in tbe gap. That would 
send the position of tbe US on tbe board way 
down. And they (US) like to keep a veto 
power position. What you see now is prob- 
ably tactics of tbe Congress. 

Q: US veto power has come under attack 
by less powerful countries who feel short- 
changed. Can they change that at all? 

A: Fund conditionality is supposed to be 
strict in a way. Industrial countries think it' s 
good because if s tbe only organization left to 
make sure that countries put their bouse in 
order to improve their credit worthiness and 
then become able to borrow on their own 
from other (commercial) sources. 

Q: When tbe pinch is ou for borrowing 
countries you may have political ramifica- 
tions. Doesn't that exacerbate matters? 

A; There Saudi Arabia played a good role 
in trying to introduce flexibility in tbe way the 
fund puts its conditions. Tbe fund has learned 
to bads up a little and waver some of the 
conditions when they find them too severe. 

Q: But what abont the dominating posi- 
tion? 

A: That was meant to be from the begin- 
ning and there are decisions that cannot be 
taken unless they are based on 85 % of the 
votes. You can’ t that if one member has 20 % 
Even if the US share goes below 20 % it 
usually works with other European industrial 
countries in away that they master together a 
majority vote without any difficulty. 

Q: Do you approve of the setup? 

A: We in Saudi Arabia are not complaining 
because when we joined, that was the way it 
was. We signed an agreement with the Fund 
knowing tbe structure of the vote. 

Q: How do you see Saudi Arabia's role 
emerging in tbe future of the IMF? 

A We’ A probably oontiaue to play tbe same 
effective role. Contributing to resources is a 
different matter. We’re content that we're 
number 6.

Dhaka puts aid in ‘cold storage’

BONN," March 21 (AFP) — State premiers 
have signed an agreement here effectively 
taking West Germany on Sept 2 into tbe 
computer era, which critics claim will cause 
mass unemployment. 

Trade union leaaders in banks, insurance 
companies and business firms estimate that 
the computer will rob 25 million persons of 
tbeir jobss. 

There is little doubt that 100,000 men and 
women employed by bookmakers and foot- 
ball pools will be thrown out of work. 

West Germ ans will be able to buy a compu- 
ter for 9,000 marks ($1,285) and. make bank 
transfers, ticket reservations. 

Tbe ‘‘BAdsdrirmtexf” (BTX)system winch 
has been in use in West Berlin and Duessel- 
dorf for the past three years will be extended 
to the rest of West Germany. 

One million subscribers are expected to be 
using the BTX system by 1986. Tbe BTX 
system is based on Britain* s'* Viewdata" sys- 
tem perfected 1 0 years ago. It enables a com- 
puter subscriber to consult a central memory 
bank operated by tbe West German postal 
authorities. 

Cost of tbe service is a modest eight marks 
(about $3) a month. Some critics are worried 
that personal details, like bank accounts, win 
be available to third parties through the com- 
puter, but Uwe B arse tael, premier of 
Schleswig-Hoslstein, assured citizens temp- 
ted by t he convenience that “the system is 
100 percent safe." 


DHAKA, March 21 (Deptfmews) — 
Bangladesh goes shopping for foreign aid 
every year, but huge inventories of aid goods 
are left unused because of faulty government 
planning. 

Authoritative estimates have placed the 
volume of unused foreign aid at 99 percent of 
tiie total »nn»al foreign assistance channeled 
into Bangladesh. 

Tbe backlog involves mainly project and 
commodity assi stance. Food aid remains the 
fastest moving items in the foreign aid inven- 
tory, but even food distribution was seriously 
flawed until local recipients virtually ganged 
up on aid administrators to improve their 
distribution system. 

The pressure on the aid officials resulted in 
a more systematic distribution system, but 
still 10 percent of the annual food aid is left 
untouched in tbe storehouses by the time 
these commodities are supposed to have been 
given to intended beneficiaries. 

The main problem of utilization concerns 
project and commodity assistance. 
Development projects, for which the com- 
modity aid requires a long gestation period, 
sometimes years, before an aid package ran 
be fully utilized. In the case of project aid, 
rally about one to two percent is utilized in a 
year’s time, while the disposal rate of com- 
modity assistance ranges from 20-22 percent. 

The inability of the government to take full 
advantage of project aid has caused disap- 
pointment among the aid-giving countries as 
well as the Bangladeshis. 

B angladeshi officials admit that the slow 


rate of implementation of foreign-assisted 
development projects is eroding the confi- 
dence of aid-givers in the capability of the 
government to implement the projects 
according to agreed timetables, and, conse- 
quently, m pking it more dfiffioiltf or Dhaka to 


Observers dahn that governmental [dan 
wing and acute lack of local fipanaal resources 
are the main drawbacks to the implementa- 
tion of development projects an s chedule . 

The government is not only haxdpressed 
looking for the usual counterpart fund to 
finanpw foreign-assisted projeds, even the 
planning fra: these projects is, more often 
fhan not, haphazard. 

In many cases, even committed donors 
turn away from Bangladeshi projects when 
they realize critical flaws in project planning. 

The burgeoning foreign indebt edness h^s 
greatly reduced the governments capacity to 
meet the timetables of foreign-assisted pro- 
jects. . 

The country’s total hard term borrowing as 
of last June 1982 was $395 mnUon, $2 35 
mflKfm of which was outs tandin g. In 1980- 
82, the outstanding debt burden was only $55 
million. 

During the first year of the Second Five 
Year Plan (1980-85), mobilization of exter- 
nal resources was zuudi lower t haw govern- 
ment targets. However, actual fond dis- 
bursements, which usually exceed fixed 
budgetary targets, were much lower than 
approved outlays. 

Of the $1,642 million appropriated for the 
first year of the second five-year plan, only 
$1,147 was actually disbursed. 


W. Africa lags 


ROME, March 21 ( AFP) — Recent efforts 
to develop rice production in West Africa 
have not been as successful as they should 
have been, experts have been telling an inter- 
national conference at Vercelli, northern 
Italy. 

Tbe experts, representing some 40 coun- 
tries in the inter-governmental rice group of 
tbe Food and Agriculture Organization, have 
been studying in a week-long session a 
detailed report from the West African Rice 
Development Association. 

The conclusions of the report axe fairly 
pes simi stic on the capacity of the countries 
concerned to satisfy a growing demand for 
rice, which still ranks behind mUtet, sorghum 
and maize. 

Average consumption per capita in the 
33-member states of the association — 
Benin, Gambia, Ghana, Guinea, Guinea- 
Bissua, the Ivory Coast, Mauritania, Niger, 
Nigeria, Senegal, Sierra Leone, Togo and 
Upper Volta — has risen from 12 kflos (26 
pounds) 20 years ago to 18 kilos (39 pounds) 


in rice output 

today. 

In Gambia, Girinea-Bissna, the Ivory 
Coast and Senegal, consumption exceeds 50 
kilos (110 pounds) per year, in Liberia it 
reaches 113 kilos (238 pounds) and in Sierra 
Leone 130 kflos (286 pounds). In Niger, on 
the other hand, it barely reaches five kflos (1 1 
pounds). 

Consumption has doubled or quadrupled 
in the past 15 years in Benin, Nigeria and 
Mali, and gone up by 52 percent in tbe Ivory 
Coast, but production has not kept pace. The 
result is a surge in rice imports, which now 
come second to wheat. 

Consumption has also been encouraged by 
government subsidies, making rice for a long 
time the che apest food on the m arket. 

Mali, Sierra Leone and Gambia are phas- 
ing out subsidies over the next five years, 
putting tbe accent on more traditional food 
crops, while other countries, such as Senegal 
and the Ivory Coast, are striving for overall 
self-sufficiency in food, including rice. In any 
event, consumers can expect large price 
increases over tbe next few years.

WASHINGTON. March 21 (R) — U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary John Block will lead a 
trade mission to Britain and the Middle Bast 
this week hoping to expand exports to coun- 
tries that buy American farm produce worth 
more than $1 billion a year. 

• The trade delegation leaves Washington 
Tuesday for meetings with government and 
industry leaders in Britain, Sandi Arabia, 
Tunisia, Egypt and Turkey. Block's aides said 
the purpose of tbe trip would be to develop 
new markets for U.S. fans exports, which 
had been hard-hit for the second year m a row 
by the world recession and burdensome 
stocks in major producing countries. They 
said be might also announce be low- market 
credits to finance agricultural sales to Egypt, 
tbe largest recipient of U.S. food aid, and to 
Tunisia. 

Arriving in London Wednesday, Block 
plans to discuss farm trade disputes with the 
European Community at a conference on tbe 
world grain situation, and then at a meeting 
with the British minister cm agriculture, Peter 
Walker. 


The officials said be would state tbe U.S. 
position objecting to the community s farm 
subsidies but would not unveil any new initia- 
tives. 

Block will meet government and industry 
leaders in T unis Friday to discuss Tunisia's 
economic development program and possible 
uses of U.S. credit and agricultural technol- 
ogy. He .will have talks with Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak in Cairo two days later, 
reviewing the terms of tbe sale of one million 
tons of U.S.-snbsidized flour to Egypt. 

The officials said he would emphasize that 
the deal contained a clause giving tbe United 
States tbe first chance to make any additional 
Sour sales over the next year. France, upset 
over the U.S. deal, recently sought to make 
its own large sale but failed to reach an 
agreement. 

Block’s next stop will be Riyadh. The offi- 
cials said the U.S. might discuss a poultry deal 
with the Kingdom. The officials said the last 
part of the trip would be talks on March 31 
and April 1 in Ankara on ways of expanding 
sales of farm products to Turkey. 


Grain freight rates move up 


LONDON, March 21 (AFP) — Grain 
freight rates between the U.S., Gulf and 
Japan moved up to their highest for ten 
months last week as the shortage of nearby 
tonnage developed. 

Growing problems of draught restrictions 
at the Panama Canaj , with further reductions 
expected shortly, has concentrated demand 
on tbe smaller vessels in the U.SJFar East 
trades. But the full picture failed to emerge 
owing to the strict secrecy clauses included in 
the charters, and on tbe surface conditions 
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appeared quiet But underneath, according 
to one shrpbroker, conditions were “bubbl- 
ing" and there were reports of ships breaking 
lay-up to take advantage of this sudden surge 
in rates. 

Draught restrictions were also beginning to 
affect the river Plate trade, where heavy 
salting-up was reported. Great Lakes inquiry 
for the new season, which is scheduled to start 
in April, was also a feature, although again 
details were scarce. Adding a note of urgency 
to these North American negotiations was 
the fact that Australian grain exports are 
likely to be badly affected by the drought- 
affected output, with South African maize 
shipments similarly damaged and expected to 
stop completely in May. 

In tbe grain sector, a 27.000 tonner was 
booked oot of the U.S. Gulf to Japan at 
$19.5(yton, up 25 cents on the previous 
week, but reports were circulating that 
$20.25 had been agreed for a 50,000 tonner 
in the same trade, able to transit tbe Panama 
Canal, up $3.35 since the beginning of March 
and the highest since May last year. 

Trans-atlantk grain business (US/Europe) 
was confined to a 62,000 tonner fixed on a 
lump sum basis, equivalent to $8.32 ton, or 
some 18 cents below recent levels. 

Chinese charterers returned to the river 
Plate for more grain, paying $31 .60 (against 
$31 .50) /ton for a 30,000 tonner. 

Barge-fire kills 3 

PARIS, March 21 (AFP) — Three persons 
were killed, 32 were injured and 10 more 
reported missing following an accident on a 
barge anchoring an offshore oil rig Sunday off 
Zaire, tbe barge company's headquarters 
announced here Monday. 

• A statement from the Bouygues group said 
that the incident happened when a sudden 
rush of gas caught fire setting the craft alight. 
There were 168 persons on board. The oper- 
ations were part of a Gulf oil project develop- 
ing oilfields in tbe Angolan enclave of 
Cabinda and off Zaire. 
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MANILA, March 21 (AFP) — Swedish 
actress Liv unman said Monday a television 
interview with her here on breast-feeding was 
“censored” following protests by a sponsor- 
ing manufacturer of powdered infant for- 
mula. 

“I am shocked that I should be censored,” 
said Miss Ullman, who is here as a special 
envoy of the United Nations Children’s 
Emergency Fund (UNICEF). “This has not 
happened anywhere else in aD my travels for 
UNICEF,” she said. “These infant formula 
companies have become so big they are able 
to control media. I promise you it will be 
known all over the world.” 

In her interview scheduled for airing on a 
privately-sponsored program on the gov- 
ernment channel. Miss Ullman extols 
breast-feeding over commercial formulas. 
Tbe sequence was deleted following a protest 
by one of the sponsors, Filipro, the Fflipmo 
affiliate of the Swiss multinational food com- 
pany Nestle, Miss UD man said. 

She claimed high-powered sales methods 
were used to promote infant formulas, which, 
she said, was healthier and more economic 
than powdered milk. “They must apologize 


to tbe whole world for these immoralities. I 
will speak, but I cannot do it alone. I hope 
mothers and other women will listen and 
together we will be able to do some bask 
changes,” Miss Ullman said. She also said she 
found it “strange” that doctors would 
recommend powdered formulas. 

“Either the doctors are ignorant — which I 
shudder to think about — or they are given 
free samples and get sponsorships in their 
activities,” said Miss Ullman, who has stayed 
with poor families in Bangladesh and other 
parts of tbe world in her continuing campaign 
for UNICEF. 

“When I get back," she said, “I will tell tbe 
funding countries how and where their 
money is being spent and perhaps inspire 
them to give more.” UNICEF not only pro- 
vides emergency food and other help, but 
tries to teach poor people bow to help them- 
selves, she explained. She cited the example 
of Philippine mothers apparently affected by 
advertising and, perhaps, by health person- 
nel. 

“ 1 was told Filipino mothers may be follow- 
ing trends being greatly influenced by tbeir 
’Americanization*,” she said. 


British Steel ‘butcher’ may 
be assigned tough coal job 


LONDON, March 21 (R) — After halving 
manpower to cut losses in Britain's ailing 
state steel industry, which earned him the 
title of “that yankee butcher,” troubleshoo- 
ter Ian MacGregor now faces a tough new job 
in coal. 

The 70-year-old businessman, born in 
Scotland but with a background in American 
industry, is due to be appointed chairman of 
the National Coal Board (NCB) by Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, according to 
leaked reports in the British media. His task 
will be to cut sharply into tbe $1.5 billion 
annual handout tbe state-owned coal indus- 
try is gening from tbe taxpayer. He is due to 
stand down in June after three years as head 

of the state-owned British Steel Corporation 
during which manpower has been cut from 
155,000 r« 85,000 and losses halved.

I am not a butcher — I'm 
a plastic surgeon. I try to rebuild damaged 
features,” he retorted. 

The name of Ian MacGregor was bandied 
as a bogeyman this month. .as.. the j200,000 > 
miners argued over whether to'calL a national 
strike to resist pit closures mooted by the 
present coal board management. To the open 
relief of Mrs. Thatcher and the Conservative 
government, the miners finally rejected Scar- 
gflTs strike call by a 61 percent vote. This 
does not mean, however, that MacGregor 
will face no opposition if be tries to turn the 
coal industry around by a major program of 
pit closures if and when be is appointed. 

“I will fight him,” Scargill has pledged, 
saying; "He has been an unmitigated disaster 
at British Steel.” British Steel, after three 
years of MacGregor, is producing about tbe 
same amount of steel, some 280,000 tons a 
week, with nearly half the workforce. This 
cost cut has helped shave losses from nearly 
$1.5 billion to around 5750 million. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who brought MacGregor 
from the New York banking bouse of 
Lazar ds, described it as a superb job. The 
minister in charge of coal. Energy Secretary 
Nigel Lawson, enthused: “This is the caliber 


of man we need to help this great industry 
(coal) to realize its full potential.” 

Ian MacGregor was bom at Kinlochleven 
on Scotland's west coast, went to Glasgow 
University and then moved to the United 
States. He was chairman and chief executive 
of tbe giant Am ax Mining and Minerals 
Group from 1966 to 1977. To release him 
from Lazar ds, where he was a senior partner, 
Mrs. Thatcher negotiated a $2.7 million fee 
with the New York bank linked to British 
Steef s performance under his leadership. 

One thing that greatly impressed Mrs. 
Thatcher was tbe way he appealed to steel 
workers over the heads of union chiefs, get- 
ting across the message “survival for some or 
extinction for all.” He tempted surplus 
staff with redundancy payments of up to 
530,000. 

Regarded as imaginative, MacGregor 
proposed a combination channel tunnel and 
bridge linking Britain and France that would 
need a lot of steel. He firmly believes that 
high energy costs are dragging British indus- 
try, and his approach was said to be so much 
liked by Mrs. Thatcher that she at one point 
wanted him to run coal and steel at the same 


-New UAE bank wiU 

help industries 

ABU DHABI, March 21 (R) — A new 
bank which began operations this weekend in 
the United Arab Emirates (UAE) will 
encourage more industrial projects in the 
federation, its director general has said. 

Anis Al-Jallaf told Reuters Sunday the 
Industrial Bank would lend at 4.5 percent 
interest to stimulate new projects and finance 
existing industries in tbe country. The Abu 
Dhabi-based bank would also undertake 
studies of possible new industrial ventures for 
tbe public and private sectors, he said. To 
qualify for loans, companies must be at least 
70 percent owned by UAE nationals. 

The Industrial Bank, which is owned 51 
percent by the government and 49 percent by 
UAE banks and insurance firms, has author- 
ized capital of $140 million with $30 million 
paid up.

He said Ural a number of planes have been 
mobilized to reconnoiter the southern 
Kuwaiti territorial waters. 

“Meteorological factors can speed ap the 
slick and drive h closer to our shores,” he 
cautioned- “We arc not merely concerned 
about fish wealth in the waters, but we are 
also lairing precautions around industrial 
installations and water refining stations.”

Tin council parley begins today 


LONDON. March 21 (AFP) — An exten- 
sion of severe export controls on tin produc- 
ers and its likely impact 'ion prices are 
expected to be the main points to be discus- 
sed by leading producers and consumers in 
meetings prior to the International Tin 
Council's quarterly talks which begin here 
Tuesday. 

Delegate sources are “sure" that these 
export controls, first introduced in April last 
year to check tbe massive surplus situation, 
wfll be continued at the present penal rate 
(23,200 tons a quarter) which equates to a 36 
percent reduction of normal shipments. 


The counoT s buffer stock manager is reck- 
oned to have bought the major portion of the 
world surplus over the past year or so, and 
currently holds about 70,000 tons of tin 
(equivalent to just over 40 percent of world 
consumption), estimated at 163,000 tons in 
1982. 

So far, Penang (Malaysia’s tin market) has 
been very reluctant to move to higher prices. 
Over the past two weeks, there have been 
signs that quotations are beginning to harden, 
but at 30.53 Malaysian dollars / kilos have 
now moved off the “floor” price of the inter- 
national agreement (29.15 Malaysian dol- 
lars).

Stenmark wins final event 


New Delhi all set for crucial IOC meet 


NEW DELHL March 21 (R) — Olympic 
officials meeting here this week are expected 
to criticize an apparent stall m plans for next 
year’s Los Angeles Games, Olympic sources 
said Monday. 

Three sports — board sailing, shooting and 
soccer — will be under particular scrutiny 
when tbe executive boaAl of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee (IOC) convenes 
on Wednesday and Thursday. These meet- 
ings will be followed by a three-day IOC ses- 
sion attended by more than 70 delegates from 
60 countries. 

The executive board's most immediate 
concern will be arrangements for the Los 
Angeles Games, on which tbe Games 


organizing committee (LAOOC) will present 
a progress report on Thursday. With a 
number of key questions still to be decided, 
the IOC I was reported to be critical of 
LAOOC President Peter Ueberroth's deci- 
sion not to attend the New Delhi meetings. 
IOC sources could recall no previous occa- 
sion when tbe bead of a Games organizing 
committee had declined to attend a full IOC 
session in a pre-Olympic year. 

The two crucial issues for Los Angeles are 
whether board sailing can be salvaged from a 
long legal wrangle which threatens its place in 
the program and where the shooting events 
will be staged. 

There was no immediate indication here 


that any progress had been made since the 
previous executive board meeting in Los 
Angeles two months ago 
The controversy over board sailing, 
included in the Games for the first time, 
stems from a legal battle between two rival 
equipment manufacturers. This was resolved 
late last year in a compromise allowing one 
manufacturer to provide boards for the 
Olympic event and the second to supply 
equipment for a special demonstration com- 
petition. But the arrangement required the 
LAOOC to submit to the IOC a written 
request for the demonstration event to be 
staged and there was no indication that this 
had been done. 


FURANO, Japan, March 21 (AF) — Swe- 
den's Inge max Stenmark out duelled overall 
champion Phil Mahre of tbe U.S. in tbe final 
of the parallel slalom tournament Monday as 
the 1983 World Cup season ended at this 
course oa Japan's northernmost island of 
Hokkaido. 

In tbe season's closing event that brought 
out 27 men and 29 women competitors, the 
27-year-old Swede built a 0.57 second lead in 
the first heat with a quick start and smooth 
skiing. In the second beat, Mahre, 25, took an 
early lead but Stenmark came on strong from 
tbe middle to cross the finish line ahead of the 
American and sweep both runs on tbe 270 
meter (297-yard) course. 

Andreas Wenzel of Liechtenstein, who lost 
to Stenmark in the semifinals, came from 
behind to capture third place from Mahre’ s 
twin brother, Steve. The American won the 
first heat but was placed fourth on the basis of 
his combined time. He lost to brother Phil in 
tbe semifinals. 

In the women's division, Anne- Flore Rey 
of France edged Hanoi Wenzel of Liechtens- 
tein by about four hundredths of a second to 
win the exhibition tournament. Wenzel, 26, 
losing the first heat, charged hard to beat the 
21-year-old Rey in the second run but fell 
short in the turnaround. 

Anni Kronbichfer of Austria, who was 
defeated by Wenzel in the semifinals, placed 
third as her opponent Petrine Pelen of France 
missed a gate in the first beat of tbe con sola- 


bon race. Pelen lost to Key in the se mifianls . 

Tamara Mcklnoey of the U.S., the 1983 
women’s World Cup overall . and giant 
slalom c ham pion was ousted by Pelen in’the 
second round. Points earned in tbe season’s 
final competition w3i not be counted in indi- 
vidual World Cup standings, but they will 
contribute to team scores in the Nations Cup 
Competition. 

Switzerland bagged the Nations Cup with a< 
tally of 1.883 points, Austria finisbed second. 


Williams tops agam 


PETERBOROUGH, England, March 21 
(AFP) — Rex Williams retained the World 
Professional Billiards Championship by beat- 
ing former champion Fred Davis 1,500 — 
605 here Sunday. 

Williams was first into his stride when he 
compiled the first significant break of the

Turning the tables on Detroit 


NEW YORK, March 21 (AP) — Andrew 
Toney is keeping healthy the 76ers’ chances 
of being the wirmingest team in National 
Basketball Association history. • 

Toney scored 39 points Sunday night, 
mcluding 20 in the final period, to bring 
Philadelphia back from a 12-point deficit to a 
121-119 decision over the Detroit Pistons. It 
was Philadelphia's seventh victory in-a-row 
and the 76ers are 57-9 on the season.

The defenders often signal 
each other during the play in 
an effort to find the best 
method of defense. Without 
signals, and without the use of 
other conventions designed to 
overcome toe natural dif- 
ficulties of defense, it would be 
next to impossible for toe 
defenders to function effec- 
tively. 

To illustrate, take this case 
where South is in four hearts 


and West leads the king of 
diamonds, on which East 
plays the five. What should 
West do next? 

If he continues with a low 
diamond. East wins with the 
queen, returns a spade, and 
the contract goes down one. 
But if West cashes the ace of 
diamonds at trick two, or does 
anything else, the defense col- 
lapses because there is now no 
way for West to score more 
than one spade trick. 

How can West possibly 
realize that his best play at 
trick two is a low diamond? 
Admittedly, it is an 
astonidnng play, but it is not 
simply a shot in the dark. 

For West, who is searching 
for a cine to the most effective 
defense, it should not really be 
difficult to figure out toat East 
signaled possession of the 
queen by playing his five on 
the king. It is true that a five, a 
fairly low card, would not 
usually be construed as a 
signal to show the queen.

China objects to U.S. 
on Taiwan weapons 



PEKING, March 21 (Agencies) — China 
said Monday it has objected to the United 
States over plans to deliver a record SI, 580 
million worth of arms to Taiwan over the next 
two years. 

Tbe Foreign Ministry said the projected 
sales greatly exceeded the level of U.S. arms 
deliveries to Taiwan since Peking and 
Washington established diplomatic relations 
in 1979. It also violated a U.S. pledge in 1982 
to gradually reduce its arms sales to the 
Nationalist-ruled island, a ministry statement 
said. It added: "We have made representa- 
tions to the U.S. government in this regard." 

Tire Reagan administration told congress- 
men recently that Taiwan arms deliveries for 

1983 were projected at S800 million, and for 

1984 at $780 million.

Russia eager* 
for normalcy 

MOSCOW. March 21 (AFP) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko told a 
senior Chinese envoy here Monday that 
the Soviet Union was “ready to seek the 
means of normalising its relations with 
China and gradually extending bilateral 
links and contacts?' the Soviet news 
agency Tass reported. 

Gromyko told Qian Quchen, head of 
the Chinese delegation at the second 
round of Sino-Soviet talks that ended here 
last week, that this “would contribute to 
the general improvement of relations 
between our two countries.” 

Qian explained his government's views 
on Sino-Soviet relations and on certain 
international problems and both parties 
agreed that the existence of a Moscow- 
Peking dialogue was a “positive develop- 
ment," Tass added. 

The consultations in Moscow resulted 
in slightly improving the situation, obser- 
vers here said. Meanwhile, Japanese 
soruces in Peking said the Soviet Union 
had proposed a non-aggression treaty, 
and reliable sources here said the two 
sides had discussed the massive Soviet 
''military presence on the Chinese border. J 


Ambassador Arthur Hummel was called to 
the Foreign Ministry last Thursday to be told 
of China’s displeasure. They said the envoy 
was told the amount represented a major 
increase over 1979 sales at a time when 
Washington was committed io a gradual 
reduction of deliveries. 

Although Washington broke diplomatic 
relations with Taiwan in January 1979 to 
establish full ties with Peking, the political 
atmosphere between the two capitals has 
been sullied by U.S. determination to main- 
tain Taiwan's defensive capability. 

An attempt to paper over the split came 
with their joint communique last year, in 
wbich China said its goal was to seek peaceful 
reunification with Taiwan and the United 
States said it intended gradually to reduce its 
weapons sales to Taipei. 

According to the U.S. State Department, 
1979 sales totaled $598 million which, 
adjusted for inflation, was tbe equivalent of 
$830 million in 1983. 

But diplomatic sources in Peking said 
China, which had only reluctantly agreed to a 
gradual phasing-out instead of an immediate 
cut-off, could not agree to index-linking the 
arms bill. 

In an unrelated development, China for- 
mally opposed recent proposals for talks on 
the Cambodian question between tbe non- 
Communist countries of Southeast Asia and 
Indochinese countries. The proposal was the 
result of a maneuver by Vietnam “ to counter 
pressure by the international community,” a 
New China News Agency commentary said 
Monday. 

The commentary came as foreign ministers 
of the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) prepared to meet Wed- 
nesday in Bangkok in a bid to find a common 
position on possible talks between member 
countries and Vietnam and Laos, without 
representation from the pro-Vietnamese 
regime in Phnom Penh. 

Chirac elected mayor 

PARIS, March 21 (AFP) - Gaullbt 
leader Jacques Chirac was Monday formally 
re-elected mayor of Paris. Chirac, 50, ted his 
Rally for the Republic Party to victory in 
municipal council elections in all 20 adminis- 
trative districts of the French capital earlier 
this month.

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‘Ugly American’ still survives, author says 


NEW YORK, March 21 (R) — When it first appeared a quarter of a century ago. The Ugfy 
American made a nation self-conscious. At home, tbe book was attacked in Congress, abroad 
tbe title became a catch phrase of anti-American loathing. 

Tbe book portrayed America’s presence overseas as boorish and arrogant — its diplomats 
ignorant of the language and culture of the areas where they worked, living a life of privilege 
as they were outmanuevered by their Soviet rivals. 

Twenty-five years and four million copies later, tbe book’s co-auchor say s for all rhe angry 
debate the publishing phenomenon generated, little in his opinion has changed in tbe way the 
United States conducts its foreign affairs. “I think J could write the same kind of book 
today,” says William Lederer. “In feet, I might just do that.” 

There are others, in and out of America’s foreign service community, who agree. They say 
tbe book s criticism of amateurish political appointments to delicate overseas posts is as-valid 
today as it was in 1958, as is its portrayal of well-intentioned but oblivious U.S. diplomats 
living lives of luxury in foreign capitate. 

The Ugly American was fiction but the authors said it was based on their personal 
observations. Set in real and fictional Southeast Asian nations of tbe 1950s. Lederer said it 
could have been written about American conduct in dozens of other countries in transition or 
crisis in the past two decades. It became a best seller and bas never been out of print. 

It was taken seriously by the media at home and abroad. The U.S. Information Agency 
struck the book from its program of so-called “subsidized” overseas sales. But then, fearful 
of censorship charges, it reversed its decision. 

In Congress, bitter words were exchanged. Sen. William Fulbright accused tbe authors of 
oversimplifying for profit, saying eveiy profession had its “misfits, mischief-makers, buf- 
foons and shirkers ” 

“The book said we were a nation of amateurs, and that was too bad because we could 
afford to be a nation of old pros,” Lederer, a long-time Southeast Asia watcher, says of tbe 
book be wrote with Eugene Burdick, a professor. Burdick is dead, but Lederer, now 70, 
writes, travels and monitors foreign broadcasts at his home in Peacham. Vermont. 

Sen. Fulbright today says he scarcely recalls the book itself. But he now appears more 
alarmed than he once was by tbe book’s points, especially its warning that Americans who 
deal with the Russians would do well to understand them better. 

“ We don’t have any kind of real serious study of tbe people we do business with.” says the 
former senator. “The Russians have an institute of American and Canadian studies with 350 
persons who spend full time on it. We don't have anything comparable to that studying 
Russia.” And the government, including tbe State Department. Fulbright now says, is 


riddled with amateurs. „ „ . , 

The American Foreign Service Association, the Union of Overseas Staff, say an presidents 
give some ambassadorships to political appointees instead of career diplomats. But they say 
President Reagan' s percentage of political appointments is tbe highest in three decades — 43 
percent. The group also has been outspoken about the quality of some of those appoint- 
ments. 

The government’s School of Language Studies says more lower-level staff are now framed 
in the language of the country where they will serve but that there has been no dramatic rise 
in the number of top-level posts that must be filled by officers with language qualifications. 

As for ambassadors themselves, some speak the language and some do not. just as was true 
in 1958, when Lederer said tbe U.S. ambassador to Italy, France, Germany and Belgium, for 
example, could not speak the languages of those countries. 

Pierre ShostaL, dean of tbe language school, scoffs at the image in tbe Lederer book of aD 
Soviet diplomats as ultra -competent professionals. “They don’t all speak the local language 
— tbe Soviets have their hacks, too.” , 

A strong moral of The Ugfy American is that a vigilant, observant embassy staff m any 
country should have contacts among a wide variety of classes and groups^ to .help read tbe 
political clnnate of the country. Yet in the post-mortems on American policy m Iran below 
the revolution, Washington was widely held to have had little understanding of, or willing- 
ness to acknowledge, tbe depth of opposition to the Shah. 

Barry Rosen, press attache at the U.S. Embassy in Iran and one of those held hostage for 
444 days, talks with regret of tbe very sort of aloofness seen in The Ugfy American. “There 
should have been more contact with opposition groups, and better mobility,” he says now of 
tbe American presence in Iran during the 1970s. 

After the 1 979 revolution, it was too late for such activity. “If was forOvsTA mcrica then,” 
he says. Lederer agrees. “We simply didn’t know what was happening in Iran. Itfs 
national suicide to make decisions based on information from the elite 

Lederer, who has written a string of other successful books on topics ranging from 
marriage to cross country skiing, bas just turned in his most recent novel, and he thinks it 
might be a good time to start an updated Ugfy American. 

“Tra stating to get provoked to get out and do another one. I might drift around the world, 
and then probably settle in Latin America and get started. Tbe author’ s advice to tbe foreign 
service for gathering information that better reflects national opinion! “ Yon’ ve got to get the 
hell out and grub around.” 


NATO aides 
to review 
cuts in arms 

BRUSSELS, March 21 (R) — NATO 
defense ministers will reassess the role of tac- 
tical nuclear weapons in Europe this week, a 
review that could lead to sizable cuts in the 
present stockpile, diplomats said. 

NATO has about 6,000 nuclear warheads 
in Europe, including missiles, mines, bombs 
and artillery shells. The twice-yearly meeting 
of the alliance's Nuclear Planning Group, to 
be held near Faro, southern Portugal, on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, will discuss an 
interim report on how to reduce the stockpile 
by at least 464. 

This is the number of new medium-range 
Cruise missiles whose deployment will start 
in December if there is no concrete result by 
then at the U.S.- Soviet arms control talks in 
Geneva. 

NATO Secretary-General Joseph Luns, 
speaking about a complete ban on medium- 
range missiles in Europe — the “ zero option" 
— proposed by the United States told Bel- 
gian television Sunday: “Practically speak- 
ing, we have now realized that the zero option 
is not attainable because tbe Russians say no. 
We are now headed for an interim solution.” 

When NATO decided in 1979 to deploy 
464 Cruise and 108 Pershing-2 missiles to 
counter Soviet SS-20s, it said tbe move 
should not produce a net increase of nuclear 
weapons in Europe. 

Tbe 108. Pershing-2s do not have to be 
taken into account since they will replace on a 
one-for-one basis existing Pershing- 1 mis- 
siles. But tbe interim report that U.S. Defense 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger and other 
ministers will discuss goes beyond the need to 
find 464 warheads that can be scrapped. It 
makes an inventory of tbe arsenal and 
reviews the role of tactical weapons. 

One diplomat said: “NATO's doctrine of 
flexible response, implying a variety of 
short-range nuclear weapons to deter any 
level of aggression, remains unchanged. But 
there is growing doubt among NATO experts 
about the usefulness of such a large number. 
At least there is an urgent need to rationalize 
them.” 

Many of the weapons are outdated. Their 
shonxange means they must be deployed 
□eat the front tine, making them vulnerable 
to a surprise attack. They would thus have to 
be fired swiftly or fen into the enemy's 
hands. 

Main candidates for the scrap heap are 
20-year-old demolition mines sand Nike- 
Hercules air defense missiles due to be 
replaced by the non-nuclear Patriot missiles, 
they said. 

A limited cut in tactical nuclear weapons 
will probably be announced in the autumn. 

Egypt expels 5 bishops 

CAIRO, March 21 (AFP) — Five Greek 
Orthodox bishops have been ordered to leave 
Egypt before Saturday, informed sources 
said here Monday, They said tbe Greek con- 
sulate bad filed a protest with Egyptian 
authorities over the move, but that the pro- 
test was not answered. No reason was given 
for the expulsion orders, tbe sources added. 

At least two of the bishops were born in 
Egypt, the sources said. They were told of the 
expulsion orders Saturday by Interior Minis- 
try officials, who did not explain the measure. 

Scotland hit by snow 

LONDON, March 21 (AP) — Snow and 
gale-force winds lashed parts of Britain on 
the first official day of spring Monday. Scot- 
land was tbe worst hit, with many roads 
blocked by drifting snow. Light snow also fell 
in the Derbyshire Peak district of northern 
England. 

Gusts of wind up to 60 miles per hour 
forced tbe closure of the Severn Bridge bet- 
ween England and Wales. Gold rain fell in 
London. 


Cbum of hike Dalis denied 


BARCELONA, Spain. March 21 (R) — 
Art experts and close friends of surrealist 
painter Salvador Dali denied the claims of a 
Spanish artist who said he had flooded the 
market with false Dalis. 

Manuel Pujol Baladas, 35, told the news 
magazine Cambio 16 he had sold 400 works in 
the style of Dali, many with forged signa- 
tures. “Since 1975 there is more of my work 
in the market than Dalfs,” be said in the 
interview published Friday. 

Maria Luisa Tomas, director of the Dali 
museum in Figueras told Reuters: “Things 
tike this happen quite frequently and we do 
not attach any importance to it at aU. People 
in_the business will not believe it anyway." 

Dali's private secretary, Robert 
Deschames, told Reuters all Dalfs work was 
catalogued and said the allegations were get- 
ting excessive attention. He said he had not 


mentioned the affair to tbe 78-year-old 
painter, who was busy preparing a major 
exhibition of his work next month in Madrid. 

Dalfs frail and unstable health worsened 
last year after the death of his wife Gala. He 
recovered enough to rake control of his 
affairs and filed a writ last year with a French 
court listing 36 works of doubtful authentic- 
ity. Antonio Pitxot, a painter and close friend 
of Dali, denied Pujol's claim but said imita- 
tions were not uncommon. 

Art gallery directors in Barcelona con- 
tacted by Reuters had not heard of Manuel 
Pujol. His father said he had exhibited paint- 
ings in Barcelona last year. Joaquim Ros 
Sabater, a Catalan sculptor for whom Dali 
has posed, said anyone who confused the pic- 
tures shown in Cambio 16 with original Dalis 
knew nothing about art or Dalfs style of 
painting. 


Swazi power struggle seen 


JOHANNESBURG, March 21 (AFP) - 
A struggle for power appeared to be raging 
Monday in the small southern African kingdom 
of Swaziland after the reported dismissal of 
Prime Minister Prince Mabandla Dlaraini. 

The sacking of the prince by Queen Regent 
Ndlovukazi was announced in the official 
government gazette Friday and confirmed 
Sunday night by tbe governor of the royal 
residence. But tbe prince's secretary denied 
he had been removed and said the gazette 
announcement was an error. 

The confusion is the culmination of a 
months-long struggle between the old guard 
around the queen regent and more progres- 
sive elements led by Prince Mabandla. The 


prince has been accused of being a "Com- 
munist” in parliament, although be recently 
bowed to neighboring South Africa by 
restricting tbe activities of exiled members of 
South Africa's banned black nationalist 
movement, the African National Congress. 

Tbe struggle has developed since tbe death 
last AugustofKing Sobhuza. who bad ruled 
for more than 60 years. His successor has not 
yet been named from among the 200 royal 
princes and his 400 other sons. Queen 
Ndlovukazi, the late kings senior wife, who is 
known as “tbe great sbe-elephant,” is being 
advised by the 16- member Liqoqo, or sup- 
reme council of state, which has the job of 
naming tbe new monarch. 


Japanese protest U.S. carrier visit 


SASEBO, Japan, March 21 (R) — 
Thousands of left-wing protesters demons- 
trated Monday in the southwestern port of 
Sasebo against a visit by a U.S. nuclear- 
powered aircraft carrier and the defease 
policies of Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone. 

Two persons were arrested in scuffles with 
police during a two-kilometer march through 
the city, bringing the number of arrests to 
eight since the arrival of the 90,000-ton car- 
rier Enterprise Monday morning. 

The five-day visit by tbe carrier after man- 
euvers in the Sea of Japan has provoked pro- 


tests by left-wingers who believe it is carrying 
nuclear weapons. Police estimated the 
number of marchers at 7,000 but organizers 
said more than 10,000 took part, shouting 
slogans against the ship's visit and any 
attempts by the Nakasone government to 
strengthen Japan’s defense ties witb the 
United States. 

. Japan's security is underwritten by a treaty 
with the United States but tbe opposition 
Japan Socialist Party and trade unionists, 
who organized Monday’s march, fear the 
policies of the Nakasone government could 
involve Japan in a nuclear war. 


S. Africa sets 
conditions for 
Namibia talks 

PRETORIA*, March 21 (AFP) — South 
Africa bas been invited to the forthcoming 
United Nations international conference on 
Namibia but will only attend “on certain con- 
ditions " an official source said here Monday. 

An authoritative source said that Pretoria’ s 
decision to attend depended on the response 
from the U.N. body organizing the confer- 
ence concerning South African requests. 

The theme of the conference, scheduled to 
be held in Paris from ApriI25 to 29. is sup-: 
port for the Namibian people’s struggle for 
independence. The source said that Pretoria 
was insisting on tbe. removal of the word 
“struggle” from the conference's title. 

The source also said that South Africa 
wanted all the Namibian political parties,not 
just tbe Southwest Africa People's Organiza- 
tion (SWAPO), to be invited to the event, 
and was seeking to stop the United Nations 
from considering SWAPO as tbe only 
genuine representative of the Namibian peo- 
ple, which Pretoria sees as an indication of 
U.N. “bias." 

Observers noted that these conditions 
were met for the 1981 U.N. Geneva confer- 
ence on Namibia which ended without 
agreement on a date for implementation of 
tbe U.N. independence settlement in the ter- 
ritory which is administered by South Africa 
in defiance of the international law. 

Hie U.N. plan, calling for a ceasefire and 
free elections under international supervi- 
sion, bas not been implemented, as Washing- 
ton and Pretoria are calling for a withdrawal 
by Cuban troops stationed in Angola as a 
precondition of Namibian independence. 


20 arrested at .Britain’s N-sub base 


FASLANE, Scotland, March 21 (AP) — 
Police arrested 20 anti-nuclear protesters 
Monday at Britain's Faslane nuclear sub- 
marine base on tbe west coast of Scotland. 
They were among more than 60 demons- 
trators who staged a sit-down protest outside 
the gates as hundreds of base employees 
arrived for work. 

Anti-nuclear campaigners have set up a 
“ peace camp” outside the base, similar to the 
18- month-old camp outside Greenham 


Common U.S. Air Base in England. A Fas- 
lane base spokesman said tbe demonstrators 
halted traffic for about 20 minutes. 

“ Although these people are forever talking 
about peace, what they are trying to do in 
episodes like this is to interfere witb tbe effi- 
ciency of one of Britain’s key operational 
defease establishments, which is possibly 
not the best way of going about ensuring the 
nation's security,” be said. Britain’s Polaris 
nuclear submarines are based at Faslane. 
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
